English  and  foreign  refined  camj^hor,  cream  of  (artar, 
coconut  oil,  jalapine,  potash  chloroplatinite,  and  wood  oil  are 
dearer.  Bromides,  shellac,  and  pepper  are  all  easier.  The 
auction  of  first-hand  drugs  is  fully  reported  on  p.  655. 

A  Further  Attempt  has  been  made  in  New  Zealand  tn 
control  and  check  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  but  owing 
to  strong  opposition  it  seems  likely  that  the  Bill  will  be  with- 
drawn (p.  634).  In  this  connection  we  may  note  that  manufac- 
turers and  agents  in  London  ai'e  taking  steps  to  have  their 
interests  under  the  Australian  Commerce  Act  safeguarded. 

At  the  Reassembling  op  Parliament  on  Wednesday  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  on  the  House  of  Commons 
paper,  but  was  postponed  until  Monday  (p.  642).  The 
Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  suggests 
anieiulments  of  the  Bill.  We  suggest  that  chemists  should

Reports. 

H  E  powder  di.stribiited  to  students  on  September  26 
-L    contained  three  parls  by  weight  of  potassium  oxalate, 
one  part  of  potassium  sulphate,  and  one  part  of  lithium 
rarlionate.     The  calcvilated  composition  of  such  a  mix 
tnre  is  :

The  powder  also  contained  a  slight  trace  of  chloride,  as 
impurity. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-five 
students,  and  twelve  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
All  of  those  who  sent  in  reports  detected  the  presence  of 
potassium  and  of  the  sulphuric  radical,  but  two  failed  to 
detect  the  lithium,  while  the  failures  in  the  detection  of 
the  oxalic  and  carbonic  radicals  were  one  and  eight  respec- 
tively. 

The  examination  of  the  powder  did  not  involve  any  <  on- 
siderable  analytical  difficulties.  Nevertheless,  some  of  our 
correspondents  fell  into  errors  which  it  is  not  easy  to  ex- 
plain. For  example,  a  classification  of  the  reports  as  to  the 
/■eaction  of  the  original  aqueous  solution  to  test  paper 
showed  a  divergence  which,  apparently,  can  only  be  ac- 
counted for  by  great  want  of  precision  in  observing  or  in 
recording  results.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  aqueous  solu- 
tion of  the  powder  was  markedly  alkaline,  and  it  was 
correctly  reported  as  alkaline  by  fovir  students ;  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  four  reported  that  it  was  neutral  and  one 
that  it  was  acid,  while  three  did  not  mention  its  reaction 
at  all. 

Almost  as  remarkable  as  this  divergence  of  statement 
regarding  the  reaction  of  the  solution  is  the  large  proportion 
of  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  carbonic  radical.  When 
even  a  very  small  portion  of  the  powder  was  treated  either 
with  dilute  or  concentrated  hydrochloric  or  sulphuric  acid 
in  the  cold,  a  very  distinct  evolution  of  gas-bubbles,  due  to 
the  escape  of  carbonic  anhydride,  took  place;  yet  this 
escaped  the  observation  of  exactly  two-thirds  of  our  corre- 
spondents. The  detection  of  the  carbonic  radical  in  a 
powder  in  which  it  is  present  to  the  extent  of  16  per  cent, 
should  not  (as,  indeed,  it  does  not)  present  any  difficulty 
to  a  careful  and  attentive  observer. 

In  the  known  presence  of  a  sulphate  it  is  necessary  to 
take  special  precautions  in  testing  for  an  oxalate  by  means 
of  a  calcium  salt.  If  calcium  chloride  is  employed  as  a 
reagent  for  this  purpose,  much  sulphate  being  present,  a 
precipitate  of  calcium  sulphate  (which  is  rather  sparingly 
soluble  in  water)  may  be  produced,  and  as  this  salt  is  only 
slightly  soluble  in  acetic  acid  and  is  pretty  readily  soluble 
in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  it  is  easily  mistaken  for  calcium 
oxalate  it  confirmatory  tests  are  not  applied  to  it.  Instead 
of  calciiun  chloride,  a  solution  of  calcium  sulphate  should  be 
employed  in  such  cases,  whereby  any  risk  of  a  precipitate 


of  calciiuu  sulphate  being  formed  is  altogether  avoided. 
Most  of  our  correspondents  ignored  the  necessity  of  taking 
this  precaution,  and  simply  proceeded  to  test  for  an  oxalate 
by  means  of  calciimi  chloride,  as  if  the  indications  of  the 
latter — unconfirmed,  or  almost  unconfirmed — were  incapable 
of  misinterpretation. 

Several  correspondents  who  noted  the  slight  darkening 
(due  to  the  decomposition  of  the  oxalate)  which  took  place 
when  the  powder  was  heated  supposed  that  a  tartrate  or  a 
citrate  was  present,  and  sought  to  gain  confirmation  of  this 
from  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  the  powder  and  from 
the  behaviour  of  the  aqueous  solution  with  calcium  chloride 
and  other  reagents.  In  several  instances  the  conclusion  that 
a  tartrate  or  a  citrate  was  present  was  arrived  at  upon  the 
slenderest  of  evidence,  whereas  the  application  of  confirma- 
tory tests  would  have  shown  conclusively  that  both  were 
absent.

To  Correspondents. 

Micros.  Wo  heated  .some  of  the  powder  with  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid  with  a  view  to  confirm  your  observation  that 
"charring"  took  place  on  so  doing;  but  we  were  unable  to 
observe  the  sliRhtest  indication  of  darkening,  after  heating 
for  a  considerable  time.  We  also  failed  to  observe  the  other 
reactions  for  tartrates  which  you  report. 

W.  H0NNEYM.4N. — As  the  powder  was  soluble  in  water  and 
contained  no  metallic  radicals  outside  the  alkali  group,  it 
was  unnecessary  to  boil  it  with  .sodium  carbonate  in  order  to 
obtain  a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals. 

g.  N.  N.— You  should  employ  a  solution  of  sodium  hydrogen 
tartrate  instead  of  a  solution  of  tartaric  acid  in  testing  for 
potassium,  as  it  is  much  more  delicate  in  its  indications.  _We 
repeated  your  tests  for  an  ammonium  salt  and  for  a  bromide, 
but  did  not  succeed  in  obtaining  any  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  either. 

Nemo.— The  "whitish  acid  fumes"  which  you  observed  on 
heating  the  powder  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  and 
attributed  to  the  presence  of  a  chloride  were  due  to  the  sul- 
phuric acid  itself,  too  high  a  temperature  having  been  em- 
ployed. The  solution  of  the  powder  did  not  behave  as  you 
state  with  silver  nitrate  and  nitric  acid  and  with  manganese 
peroxide  and  sulnhuric  acid.  Read  also  the  first  sentence  of 
the  reply  to  "  Micros." 

Haselmere. — If  you  had  reflected  before  sending  off  your 
report,  you  would  probably  have  i-ecognised  the  unlikelihood 
of  a  powder  which  you  found  to  be  entirely  soluble  in  water 
containing  strontium  along  with  the  carbonic,  sulphuric, 
oxalic,  and  tartaric  radicals.  With  respect  to  your  suggestion 
that  larger  portions  of  the  powders  should  be  supplied  for 
analysis,  we  may  repeat  what  has  been  said  in  this  column 
before,  that  we  regard  the  discipline  of  having  to  operate 
upon  very  small  quantities  and  the  need  "  to  be  minutely 
careful  "  (to  quote  vour  own  words)  as  constituting  a  most 
important  feature  of  the  "  Corner  "  exercises. 
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Cato. — "Strong"  (i.e.,  concentrated)  hydrochloric  acid 
should  not  bo  employed  to  test  the  solubility  of  a  precipitate 
formed  on  the  addition  of  barium  nitrate  to  a  solution,  as  this 
i-eagent  may  readily  produce  a  precipitate  of  barium  chloride 
— soluble  in  water  but  very  sparingly  soluble  in  concentrated 
hydrochloric  acid.    Read  also  the  reply  to  "Nemo." 

F.  Slater. — To  dip  a  platinum  wire  into  hydrochloric  acid 
and  then  into  the  main  supply  of  the  substance  under  analysis 
is  faulty  analytical  procedure  :  a  small  separate  portion  should 
be  used.   Read  the  first  se/ifcence  of  the  reply  to  "  S.  N.  N." 

AjAX. — When  boiled  with  water  in  sufficient  quantity  the 
powder  dissolved  completely  without  difficulty.  The  some- 
what sparing  solubility  of  the  lithium  carbonate  was  the  cause 
of  the  slight  difficulty  in  at  onco  obtaining  a  clear  aqueous 
solution.  The  precipitate  which  you  obtained  on  adding  am- 
monium chloride  and  ammonia  in  the  systematic  examination 
was  probably  due  to  alumina  or  silica  (or  both)  derived  from 
the  crucible  or  dish  in  which  you  ignited  the  powder  to  destroy 
the  oxalate,  as  the  ignited  residue  would  in  this  instance 
rapidly  attack  porcelain. 

H.  S.  B. — You  erroneously  describe  the  precipitate  formed 
on  adding  calcium  chloride  to  the  original  solution  of  the 
powder  a.s  "  soluble  in  acetic  acid  "  ;  perhaps  "  soluble  "  was 
only  a  slip,  "insoluble"  being  intended.

Brevities. 

A  fire  occurred  on  October  18  at  the  chemical-works  of 
Sir  J.  B.  Lawcs  &  Co.,  Lt^.,  in  West  Ferry  Road,  Millwall. 
Considerable  damage  was  done  by  fire  and  water. 

Henry  Cox  (64)  and  Frederick  Rainbow  (41)  were 
committed  for  trial  at  North  London  Police  Court  on  Octo- 
ber 20,  on  charges  of  being  concerned  in  stealing  and 
receiving  a  quantity  of  photographic  appliances  belonging 
to  Houghtons,  Ltd.,  of  Tudor  Road,  Hackney. 

Alderman  Robert  Gibson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has 
been  re-elected  President  of  the  Hulnie  Healthy  Homes 
Society.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  held  in  the 
Huhne  Town  Hall  on  October  23,  Dr.  F.  H.  Worswick 
delivered  an  address  on  "The  Feeding  of  Infants." 

Another  death,  said  to  be  the  third  within  a  fortnight  in 
the  Chelsea  Coroner's  district  under  ethyl-chloride,  was 
investigated  by  Coroner  Drew  on  October  19.  The  victim 
was  George  Garrett,  the  five-year-old  son  of  a  railway 
porter.    The  jury's  verdict  was  death  by  misadventure. 

The  foreman  at  the  mineral-water  works  of  Messrs.  West- 
macott,  chemists,  Manchester,  has  been  fined  40?.  and  costs 
by  the  Manchester  Stipendiary  for  neglecting  to  enforce  the 
use  of  face-guards  in  the  bottling  department. — Messrs. 
Hilton  &  Bates,  another  local  firm,  for  a  like  offence,  were 
fined  a  total  of  5/.  and  costs. 

The  magisterial  investigation  was  opened  at  Preston,  on 
October  19,  into  the  death  of  Mr.  Fell,  an  aged  druggist, 
who  was  found  dead  on  his  premises  in  May  last  with  his 
head  battered  in,  and  a  bloodstained  screw-key  by  the  side 
of  the  body.  A  man  named  Patrick  Callaghan,  charged  on 
suspicion  of  causing  the  death,  was  remanded. 

At  the  West  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  19,  Wil- 
liam Thomas  Sumner,  schoolmaster,  Northfleet,  was  sen- 
fenced  to  twelve  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division 
for  obtaining  credit  to  the  extent  of  20^.  from  Mr.  Watkin 
Valentine  Wright,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  25  The  Broad- 
way, Hammersmith.  W.,  and  others,  without  disclosing  the 
fact  that  he  was  an  undischarged  b;inkrupt. 

Sir  John  Brunner,  of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemical-manufacturers.  Xorthwich,  has  had  a  conference 
with  the  education  authority  with  regard  to  a  complaint 
of  overlapping.  As  a  result  he  has  undertaken  that,  after 
three  years  at  the  classes  inaugurated  by  the  company,  the 
youths  shall  complete  their  term  at  Northwich  Technical 
School.  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  are  sending  their 
apprentices  to  the  day-classes  at  this  school  and  bearing 
the  cost. 

At  Bury  (Lanes)  on  October  18,  a  man  named  Watson 
was  sentenced  to  a  month's  impiisonment  for  obtaining  2<J. 
by  false  pretences  by  selling  a  box  of  cough-cure  represented 
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to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Charnley,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Princess  Street,  Buiy.  Accused  offered  to  give 
away  handbills  advertising  Mr.  Charnley's  cough-tablets, 
and  it  was  found  that  he  wrapped  these  round  some  boxes 
and  said  the  contents  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Charnley,  which 
was  not  tiTie. 

A  Grocers'  and  Allied  Trades'  Exhibition  was  opened  irj 
Leeds  on  October  16  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  that  city,  and 
one  of  the  finest  displays  is  made  by  Messrs.  Goodall,  Back- 
house &  Co.,  of  Leeds,  who  show  besides  "Yorkshire 
Relish  "  and  other  culinary  dainties,  a  full  line  of  druggists' 
sundries  and  proprietaries.  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  & 
Co.  were  awarded  first  prize  for  the  best  completed  stand  at 
the  time  of  the  exhibition  opening. 

The  Council  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  call 
attention  to  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  London  Court  of 
Arbitration  for  the  settlement  of  commercial  disputes  by 
arbitration.  This  Institution  is  now  located  in  the  Cham- 
ber's buildings,  Oxford  Court,  Cannon  Street,  E-C-,  and 
is  managed  by  an  Arbitration  Committee  consisting  of 
members  of  the  Council  and  others,  and  six  representatives 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London. 

Patent-law  Ksform. 

On  October  18,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
received  a  further  deputation,  representing  the  Associated 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  in  continuation  of  the  larger  depu- 
tation which  Mr.  Lloyd-George  received  on  April  9.  The 
latest  deputation  consisted  of  Sir  William  Holland,  M.P., 
Sir  C.  E.  Schwann,  M.P..  Mr.  F.  Cawley,  M.P.,  and 
others.  The  proceedings  were  private ;  but  it  is  understood 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  introduce  a 
Bill  into  Parliament  at  an  early  opportunity  dealing  with 
the  grievances  of  the  manufacturing  and  commercial  com- 
munity in  regard  to  the  present  working  of  the  Patents 
Acts.  General  satisfaction  is  expressed  in  commercial  and 
manufactiuing  circles  at  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the 
Government. 

Railway  "Owners'  Risk"  Rates  and  Conditions. 

A  Conference  with  reference  to  this  subject  was  held  at 
the  Westminster  Palace  Hotel,  on  Tuesday,  October  23, 
Sir  William  E.  M.  Tomlinson,  Bart.,  in  the  chair.  The 
provisions  of  the  Railways  (Contracts)  Bill  introduced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Hooper,  M.P., 
were  discussed  and  approved,  and  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  to  accord  all  possible  support  to  the  measure. 
Resolutions  were  also  unanimously  adopted  respecting  the- 
course  of  action  proposed  to  be  taken  with  the  object  of 
giving  effect  to  the  resolution. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  public  analyst  of  Deptford 
states  that  during  the  past  three  months  he  examined  on© 
sample  of  tartaric  acid,  which  was  genuine. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  public  analyst  for  Poplar 
shows  that  one  sample  of  lime-water  was  examined,  and  was 
found  deficient  in  lime  to  the  extent  of  90.8  per  cent. 

The  quarterly  report  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Ekins,  county  analyst 
of  Hertford,  states  that  among  the  samples  examined  were 
two  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  both  of  which  were  found  to  be 
genuine. 

In  Lambeth  during  the  three  months  the  following  samples 
were  analysed  :  5  of  Gregory  powder,  3  of  cream  of  tartar, 
3  of  tartaric  acid,  and  1  of  milk  of  sulphur.  All  were 
genuine. 

Canned  Foods. 
The  Institute  of  Hygiene  held  a  conference  at  its  offices, 
34  Devonshire  Street,  London,  W.,  on  Monday,  October  22, 
in  regard  to  canned  foods.  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh  presided,  and 
among  those  present  were  Mr.  A.  W.  Mayo  Robson, 
F.R.C.S.,  Surgeon-General  Cleghorn,  C.S.I.,  Dr.  Edward 
Divers,  F.R.S.,  Drs.  Arthur  H.  Downes  and  R.  W. 
Johnstone,  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the 
medical  officers  of  health  for  Poplar,  Bethnal  Green, 
Holborn,  Tottenham,  Battersea,  '\Vinchester,  and 
Stepnev ;  Dr.  Samuel  Rideal,  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck, 
Mr.  a'.  T.  Dence  (Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd),  Mr.  A.  Searl, 
F.C.S.  (Bovril,  Ltd.),  Mr.  J.  Maltwood  (Liebig's  Extract 
of  Meat  Co.,  Ltd.),  and  Mr.  Watson  (Comeille  David  & 
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Co.).  Dr.  Thresh,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  referred  to 
the  anxiety  in  the  public  mind  caused  by  the  recent  so-called 
revelations.  Sir  Thomas  Pink  then  continued  the  discus- 
sion, and  among  those  who  followed  were  Dr.  Divers  (who 
suggested  that  2  per  cent,  of  all  imported  tinned  foods 
should  be  properly  examined  and  a  Government  label  put 
upon  them  if  passed),  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck,  and  Dr.  Samuel 
Rideal.  On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Murray  Leslie  the  following 
resolution  was  come  to  : 

That  the  present  state  of  public  anxiety  in  regard  to 
tinned  meats  and  other  canned  foods  is  largely  due  to 
extreme  exaggeration  of  such  evils  as  exist  in  their  prepara- 
tion ;  that  it  is  contrary  to  public  policy  upon  economic 
grounds  to  unnecessarily  hamper  the  production  of  tinned 
meats  by  the  creation  of  vexatious  conditions  for  its  regula- 
tion by  legislation,  but  that  such  steps  should  be  taken  as 
will  ensure  that  all  canned  foods  have  been  prepared  under 
efficient  inspection. 
A  small  committee  having  been  named,  the  proceedings 
terminated.

vitriol),  at  18s.  4d.  per  ton. 

A  New  Industry  for  Derby. 

The  Sharon  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Derby,  have  acquired 
the  patent  and  are  about  to  put  down  plant  to  work  up  by 
Dr.  Wiilffing's  process  the  ferrous  liquors  obtained  as  a  by- 
productln  tinplate-works,  wire-mills,  and  similar  establish- 
ments. The  process  is  adapted  to  treat  either  sulphate  or 
chloride  liquors,  the  latter  being  those  produced  at  Amber- 
gate,  whence  the  Sharon  Chemical  Co.  will  draw  their 
main  supply  for  the  Derby  works.  The  importance  of  Dr. 
Wiilffing's  process  lies  in  the  fact  that  all  the  products 
-obtained  are  valuable.  Thus  the  Sharon  Chemical  Co.  will 
produce  from  these  liquors  muriate  of  ammonia  and  a  mag- 
netic oxide  of  iron  of  a  blue-black  colour,  useful  for  making 
paint  to  protect  structural  ironwork. 

Sheffield  Wotes. 

At  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  22,  Albert  Elliott 
was  indictea  for  breaking  into  the  premises  of  Boots,  Ltd., 
■  Sheffield  Moor,  and  stealing  112  combs,  21  shaving-brushes, 
and  other  goods.  He  was  found  not  guilty  and  was  dis- 
charged. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  F.C.S.,  J. P.,  was  present  on 
the  Bench  on  October  18  at  the  opening  of  the  new  separate 
■court  for  child-offenders,  in  the  establishment  of  which  he 
has  taken  the  greatest  interest.  Mr.  Newsholme's  work  in 
connection  with  the  removal  of  poor-law  children  from  evil 
associations  is  well  known.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lloyd-George  were  the  guests  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Thomas  Barclay  at  their  suburban  residence,  Black- 
well,  on  the  occasion  of  Mr.  Lloyd-George's  visit  to 
Birmingham.  Mr.  Barclay  presided  at  the  great  meeting 
in  the  Town  Hall  addressed  by  Mr.  Lloyd-George  on  Mon- 
day evening. 

Messrs.  Kynoch,  a  large  local  firm  of  manufacturers,  have 
decided  through  their  chairman,  Mr.  Arthur  Chamberlain, 
to  adopt  throughout  their  business  the  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures  (lineal,  square,  and  cubical).  In 
money  the  pound  is  to  be  the  unit,  and  it  will  be  worked 
down  to  4  places  of  decimals.  Local  opinion  is  not  in 
favour  of  a  general  change. 

Mr.  Henry  Williams  Jones,  F.C.S.,  has  accepted  the 
presidency  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association.

Flood  (medical  officer  to  the  Council)  at  the  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  Strood  Rural  District  Council  at  Rochester,  on 
October  19.  In  moving  "that  supplies  of  fresh  anti- 
toxin be  kept  by  each  of  the  medical  officers  of  health  in 
the  various  districts  of  the  administrative  area,  to  be  at  the 
service  of  the  medical  gentlemen  practising  in  their  respec- 
tive districts,"  Mrs.  Packman  pointed  out  that  that  was 
what  they  were  doing  in  the  city  of  Rochester.- — Dr.  Flood, 
however,  did  not  favour  the  proposition.  He  found  that 
the  wholesale  druggists  were  prepared  to  replace  the  aMti- 
toxin  when  it  deteriorated ;  also,  such  a  proceeding  would 
render  medical  men  subject  to  insinuation. — There  was  no 
seconder  to  the  motion,  and  the  Chairman  (Mr.  C.  Lake) 
said  he  expected  any  medical  man  could  get  a  supply  at  the 
Guildhall. — The  motion  fell  through.

not  to  enforce  the  surcharge. 

Drug-delivery.

At  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  on  October  19,  Messrs. 
C.  &  J.  Montgomery,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  Royal 
Avenue,  Belfast,  were  awarded  6/.  10.«.  compensation  for 
malicious  injury  to  a  plate-glass  window.  Counsel  for  the 
claimants  proved  that  the  window  had  been  smashed  by  a 
stone  during  a  row  on  July  12.  The  money  is  charged  to  the 
rates  under  the  Local  Government  Act.

Then  v.ould  come  the  more 
difficult  problem  of  dealing  with  the  spelling  of  our  words 
which  had  originally  a  guttural  gh  (Anglo-Saxon  h),  like 
ch  in  loch,  and  are  now  pronounced  in  various  ways,  such 
as  in  though,  rough,  thought,  through,  and  so  on.

Professor  Ralph  Stockman,  M.D.,  has  been  nominated 
an  Examiner  in  Pharmacology  for  the  Cambridge 
University.

Colonial  Pharmacists. — The  strength  of  the  colonia? 
corps  of  surgeons,  pharmacists,  and  intendantx  has  been- 
fixed  by  two  oflicial  decrees,  recently  issued.  The  pharma- 
ceutical staff  is  as  follows  :  1  first-class  principal  pharmacist, 
2  second-class  principal  pharmacists.  5  first-class  pharmacist- 
majors,  19  second-class  pharmacist-majors,  and  19  assistant- 
majors  (first  and  second  class). 

Pharmacy  Sttjden'ts  in  the  Army. — The  proposal  that 
pharmacy  students  should  serve  their  term  in  the  Army  as 
hospital  attendants  has  hitherto  been  refused.  Probably 
the  reason  is  that  officers  like  to  have  an  educated  and 
superior  class  of  men  actually  in  the  ranks  to  leaven  the 
duller  element ;  and  as  the  pharmacist  has  no  influential' 
friends,  he  serves  this  purpose  excellently. 

An  Association  of  Army  Pharmacists. — A  number  of 
pharmacists  belonging  to  the  Reserve  and  Territorial' 
(Second-class  Reserve)  forces  who  were  taking  part  in  the 
1906  Sanitary  Corps  manceuvres.  met  at  Savigny-sur-Orge 
and  decided  to  form  a  Co-operative  Association  of  Reserve- 
and  Territorial  Army  Pharmacists.  The  founders  are 
MM.  Langrand,  Manson,  Papillaud,  Hocbocq,  and  Mabille,. 
and  several  have  since  joined. 

City  of  London  International  Association. — Though 
rather  overshadowed  by  the  splendid  reception  given  to 
the  Lord  Mayor  in  Paris  last  week,  the  160  members  of 
this  Association  were  cordially  received  on  their  arrival  in 
Paris  on  October  22,  with  the  President,  Mr.  George 
Collins,  and  Sir  Thomas  Brooke  Hitching  at  their  head. 
The  members  have  been  well  feted  in  Paris,  and  many  of 
them  will  continue  their  journey  as  far  as  Lyons, 
Marseilles,  Nice  and  Monte  Carlo  before  turning  home- 
wards in  November. 

Post-mortem  Hair-growth. — In  a  correspondence  ap- 
pearing in  the  "  Chronique  Medicale."  on  the  possibility  of 
the  growth  of  hair  after  death.  Dr.  Bourgon  cites  the  case 
of  "a  pharmacist,  or  pharmacist's  son,  in  the  centre  of 
France,"  who  kept  his  father's  corpse  in  his  house  in  a  glass 
case,  preserved  in  antiseptic  liquid.  Dr.  Bourgon  say.s 
"  the  skin  had  become  a  peculiar  red  as  if  the  face  had  been 
tanned  by  exposure  to  the  weather,  like  a  countryman's,  and 
the  beard  had  grown  at  least  a  centimetre.''  It  may  be 
remembered  that  when  Napoleon's  coffin  was  opened  at  St. 
Helena  Dr.  Guillard  found  "  the  beard  had  slightly  grown." 

IN  THE  TRACK  OF  THE  LORD  MAYOR. 

A  LITTLE  out  of  the  beaten  track  of  the  tourist,  this  Marais 
district  where  the  Musee  Carnavalet  lies,  yet  what  could  bo 
more  interesting  than  this  quaint  old  corner  of  Paris?  Like 
the  City  of  London,  its  narrow  streets  reek  witli  history,  and 
to  a  chemist  or  druggist  it  is  peculiarly  interesting,  for  these 
old  historic  houses  now  form  the  centre  of  the  drug  trade. 
Take,  for  instance,  the  rue  des  Francs-Bourgeois,  down 
which  one  jolts  on  the  way  to  Carnavalet.  No.  54  is  the 
"  Institut  Dosimetrique,"  the  offices  and  warehouses  of  the 
well-known  firm  of  Ch.  Chanteaud  ;  on  No.  47  (another  hand- 
some old  citv  mansion)  one  notices  the  sign  of  a  surgical- 
dressing  manufacturer  "A  I'E.sculape.''    At  No.  38  is  the 
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historic  passage  where  Louis  d'Orleans  was  assassinated  by 
Jean  sans  Peur  in  1407 — the  old  houses  on  the  right  of  the  alley, 
with  their  projecting  upper  storeys,  are  occupied  by  Coutela 
&  Co.,  wholesale  druggists.  The  "  Good  Shepherd "  phar- 
macy still  stands  next  door  (though  its  quaint  sign,  reproduced 
in  the  C.  <&  D.  a,  few  years  ago,  has  disappeared).  No.  30  is 
a  remarkably  handsome  old  mansion  in  the  red-brick  Louis 
XIII.  style.  It  is  supposed  to  have  formed  part  of  the  town 
house  of  Gabrielle  d'Estrees,  fairest  of  the  beauties  of  the 
Court  of  Henry  of  Navarre.  It  now  lodges  a  wholesale  per- 
fumer and  dealer  in  chemists'  glassware.  A  little  further  on 
is  the  Hotel  d'Albret  (Jeanne  d'Albret  was,  of  course,  mother 
of  the  Roi  Vert-Galant) ;  the  first-floor  is  a  mineral-water 
store.  No.  26,  another  of  these  old  mansions  of  the  nobility 
in  days  gone  by,  and  still  preserving  its  Louvre-like  colon- 
nade, shows  the  signboard  "  Paillard,  Due  &  Co.,  pharmaceu- 
tical serums,  and  ampules."  No.  29  is  the  French  General 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Jeyes'  Paris  warehouse  is  at  No.  35, 
and  its  gateway  (flanked  by  two  pavilions)  and  its  carriage 
court  vouch  its  aristocratic  past.  Here  also  is  a  distillery  for 
perfumers.  Finally,  at  the  corner  of  the  rue  Pavee,  is  the 
Hotel  Lamoignon,  one  of  the  architectural  gems  of  Paris,  its 
windows  surmounted  by  the  graven  "  D  "  of  Diana  of  Poitiers. 
The  son  of  Charles  IX.  once  lived  within  these  walls,  where 
one  now  sees  the  sign  of  Salleron,  maker  of  instruments  for 
,'wine  analysis  and  alembics,  and  similar  notices. 

And  so  one  might  go  through  all  the  neighbouring  streets, 
-  down  the  rue  Pavee  to  the  Hotel  de  Lorraine,  built  in  1517 
by  Savoisi,  the  favourite  of  Charles  VI.,  and  now  occupied 
by  Darrasse  freres,  the  important  drug  and  chemical  firm; 
along  the  rue  Barbette  (with  its  memories  of  Isabel  of  Bavaria, 
Diana  de  Poitiers,  etc.),  now  the  site  of  several  warehouses  of 
a  similar  character;  or  past  the  stately  Hotel  de  Bonneval 
(Nestle's  Paris  branch),  and  other  quaint  old-world  buildings 
in  the  rue  du  Parc-Royal. 

If  stone  walls  could  tell  what  they  had  seen  and  heard, 
-workers  in  the  Parisian  drug-houses  "could  write  Waverleys 
of  historical  romance.  Round  this  Marais  district  cling 
memories  of  the  vicious  Valois  and  gallant  Bearnais  sove- 
reigns and  their  ladyloves.  The  Pharmacie  Centrale  could 
recount  Richelieu's  christening-party  and  Lavoisier's  wed- 
ding, and  the  old  Central  Pharmacy  of  the  Parisian  hospitals 
many  a  tale  of  the  golden  days  of  the  Roi  Soleil. 

The  only  relic  in  the  Musee  Carnavalet  which  in  any  way 
reminds  one  of  pharmacy  is— Napoleon's  tooth-brush.  The 
Museum  of  the  Revolution  possesses  the  "travelling-case" 
of  the  great  warrior-despot.  Most  of  the  objects  show  little 
signs  of  use,  but  the  tooth-brush  is  an  exception  to  this  rule. 
Perhaps  M.  Frederic  Massier,  the  distinguished  Academician 
who  has  listed  the  Emperor's  under-linen,  will  one  day  add  a 
chapter  on  "Napoleon's  use  and  abuse  of  the  tooth-brush."

New  Zealand. 

A  Bill  entitled  "  Quackery  and  Other  Frauds  Preven- 
tion "  was  presented  to  the  New  Zealand  Parliament  for 
the  first  reading  on  August  22.  It  was  introduced  by  Mr. 
Hornsby,  member  for  Wairarapa.  The  Bill  has  apparently 
■been  constructed  in  consultation  with  the  Chief  Health 
Officer,  Dr.  Mason,  whose  lecture  in  the  City  of  Wellington 
was  referred  to  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  October  13,  p.  564.  From 
an  early  copy  of  the  Bill  we  find  that  it  is  a  particularly 
sweeping  measure.  It  comes  as  the  latest,  but  probably 
.not  the  last,  of  a  series  of  efforts  to  secure  some  control  of 
the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines,  and  although  it  may  not 
•be  really  official,  it  seems  to  have  been  brought  forward 
with  the  intention  of  familiarising  members  of  Parliament 
and  the  public  with  the  idea  that  some  restriction  on  the 
sale  of  these  lines  is  needed.  If  the  measure  should  not 
pass,  it  may  pave  the  way  for  stringent  regulations  in  the 
-future.  It  is  a  significant  fact  that  on  August  29  the 
Minister  of  Public  Health  stated,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry, 
that  he  had  in  preparation  a  comprehensive  Food  and 
Drugs  Bill,  which  he  hoped  to  submit  shortly.  From 
Auckland  we  hear  that  a  petition  has  already  been  pre- 
sented to  Parliament,  signed  by  a  hundred  people, 
protesting  against  any  monopoly  being  granted  to  the 
medical  profession,  as  is  desired  in  this  Bill.  Such  a  measure 
would  greatly  interfere  with  liberty  of  action  and  thought 
in  seeking  advice  and  relief  from  ills  from  other  proved 
and  tried  sources  outside  the  medical  profession.  Here  are 
three  of  the  clauses  of  the  Bill  : 

3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  medica- 
ment other  than  those  prescribed  and  supplied  by  a  duly 
qualified  registered  medical  practitioner  or  a  registered 


chemist  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  and  certificate 
of  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  and  each  and  every  package, 
bottle,  or  other  parcel  or  thing  containing  such  medica- 
ment, after  being  duly  authorised,  shall  bear  upon  it,  when- 
ever and  wherever  sold,  vended,  or  supplied,  a  facsimile  of 
the  certificate  issued  by  the  Health  Office,  and  such  certi- 
ficate shall  bear  upon  its  face  the  facsimile  of  the  signature 
of  the  Chief  Health  Officer. 

4.  Every  registered  chemist  within  the  Colony  may  at  any 
time  make  application  for  authorisation  of  any  medica- 
ment, and  deposit  therewith  the  formula  and  such  sample 
of  the  said  medicament  as  the  Chief  Health  Officer  may 
deem  necessary,  and  the  Chief  Health  Officer  shall,  on  being 
satisfied  of  the  useful  curative  or  other  beneficial  qualities 
of  such  medicament,  forthwith  issue  an  authorisation  and 
certificate  to  the  registered  chemist  aforesaid.  Should  the 
Chief  Health  Officer  refuse  to  issue  the  desired  certificate 
or  authorisation,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  registered 
chemist  aforesaid  to  apply  for  relief  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
whose  decision  shall  be  final,  and  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
therefrom. 

5.  Any  unregistered  practitioner  within  the  Colony  of 
New  Zealand  may  make  application  to  the  Health  Office 
for  the  right  to  advertise  any  medicament  or  treatment  for 
any  disease  or  complaint,  and  the  Chief  Health  officer  may, 
if  reasonably  satisfied  of  the  efficacy  of  such  treatment  or 
medicament  and  of  the  bona  fides  of  such  unregistered  prac- 
titioner, issue  to  any  such  person  a  certificate  authorising 
such  treatment  or  use  of  medicaments,  and  in  the  event  of 
any  such  application  being  declined  or  refused  by  the  Chief 
Health  Officer,  the  applicant  may  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  relief,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  Court  shall  be 
final. 

Victoria. 

Mr.  James  Whittle,  who  has  been  in  business  in  Ballarat 
(Victoria)  since  1863,  has  now  retired  in  favour  of  his 
youngest  son,  Mr.  Arthur  W.  L.  Whittle,  who  will  carry  on 
the  business  at  the  same  address,  131  Sturt  Street.  Mr. 
James  Whittle  arrived  in  Victoria  in  July  1861,  and  has  been 
a  subscriber  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  at  least  forty 
years. 

Western  Australia. 

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  Amendment  Bill  of 
Western  Australia,  of  four  clauses,  was  introduced  in  the 
Legislative  Council  by  the  Hon.  M.  L.  Moss,  a  private 
member.  At  the  second  reading  he  did  not  mention  the 
nature  of  Clause  2,  but  during  the  adjourned  debate  on 
August  22  the  Colonial  Secretary  stated  that  the  second 
clause  would  prevent  the  sale  of  any  proprietary  medicine,  or 
anything  containing  a  drug  or  that  could  be  classed  as  a 
medicine,  except  by  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Clause  3  would  have  given  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
power  to  enforce  some  regulations  not  now  provided  for. 
Among  them  it  would  have  given  them  power  to  take  sum- 
mary proceedings  to  recover  the  annual  fee  of  one  guinea 
for  the  licence  to  practise  pharmacy.  The  fee  can  now 
be  sued  for  in  the  local  court,  but  if  a  chemist  enters  a 
defence  the  cost  to  the  Society  is  more  than  the  guinea 
recovered.  The  fourth  clause  would  have  prohibited  the 
use  of  the  word  "  herbalist"  by  any  except  those  registered 
under  the  Act.  Speaker  after  speaker  condemned  the 
measure  so  much  that  the  Hon.  M.  L.  Moss  stated  that  he 
dia  not  propose  to  persevere  with  Clauses  2  and  4,  but 
desired  to  retain  Clause  3.  On  August  28,  at  the  request 
of  Mr.  Moss,  the  Colonial  Secretary  moved  that  the  order 
be  discharged,  and  the  Bill  was  withdrawn.

In  North  Dakota  a  verdict  has  just  been  given  against 
■a  fi™  of  druggists  tor  $500  damages.  It  seems  that  two 
•prSi ption-bottles  were  confused  after  they  had  been  pre- 
•Sred  for  two  customers.  The  wrong  bottle  was  delivered 
in  each  case,  and  in  one  instance  it  resulted  ^  death  froni 
•the  ingestion  of  morphine.  The  Judge  thought  that  the 
•circumstances  were  somewhat  e.xtenuating  and  he  cut  down 
■the  original  damages  asked  for  to  the  $500  mentioned. 

The  N  4  R  D.,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Atlanta  the 
other  day,  elected  Mr.  Charles  F.  Mann,  of  Detroit,  to  the 
■nresidencv.  Upon  his  return  home  Mr.  Mann  was  dined 
by  a  number  of  his  friends  in  the  drug-trade  and  was 
toasted  and  complimented  upon  the  honour  that  had  been 
thrust  upon  him.  Mr.  Mann  had  been  Treasurer  of  the 
N  A  R  D.  for  two  or  three  years,  and  he  is  one  ot  the 
prominent  pharmacists  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

The  Amehican  Drug  Journals  are  full  of  discussions 
■and  debates  at  present  regarding  the  newly  enacted 
national  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law.  One  of  the  serious 
grievances  of  the  retail  trade  is  that  the  law  fails  to 
exempt  prescriptions  from  the  labelling  clause  providing 
*hat  every  medicament  must  state  upon  the  label  the  con- 
tent of  alcohol,  morphine,  opium,  cocaine,  chlorotorm, 
•cannabis  indica,  eucaine,  and  heroin.  Of  course  a  national 
Jaw  in  America  affects  only  inter-State  commerce  on  the 
■one  hand,  and,  on  the  other,  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  the  territories,  and  the  island  pos- 
sessions. Nevertheless,  within  these  limitations,  there 
are  thousands  of  pharmacists  who  will  be  affected  by  the 
law,  and  this  inclusion  of  prescriptions  among  other  classes 
of  medicaments  will  subject  such  pharmacists  to  an  immense 
amount  of  trouble  and  inconvenience. 

Denatured  Alcohol.— The  rules  and  regulations  con- 
>trollin<'  the  use  of  denatured  alcohol,  under  the  terms 
of  the°law  enacted  by  the  last  Congress,  have  now  been 
issued  by  the  Revenue  Department,  and  they  are  bewilder- 
ing in  their  confusion  and  complexity.  In  general,  how- 
•ever,  two  classes  of  denatured  alcohol  will  be  provided 
for  '  The  first,  intended  for  general  consumption,  and  for 
the  production  of  heat,  light,  and  power,  will  be  de^ 
•natured  with  10  parts  of  methyl  alcohol  and  l  part  of 
.benzine  in  every  100  parts  of  ethyl  alcohol.  This  is  called 
"completely  denatured  alcohol."  The  second  product 
will  be  a  specially  denatured  article  for  the  use  of  certain 
manufacturing-interests,  and  the  denaturing-agents  will 
in  each  case  be  selected  with  a  view  to  the  uses  to  which 
-the  alcohol  is  to  be  ultimately  put.  This  "specially  de- 
oiatured"  article  will  be  produced  under  strict  govern- 
mental espionage,  and  its  use  will  be  severely  limited. 

Misplaced  Sympathy.— Mr.  Henry  K.  Wampole,  president 
of  H.  K.  Wampole  &  Co. ,  manufacturers  of  pharmaceuticals 
in  Philadelphia,  committed  suicide  some  time  ago,  as 
already  reported.  A  good  deal  of  sympathy  was  felt  at  the 
'time  for  the  unfortunate  man,  but  it  is  now  discovered  that 
Wampole  had  robbed  his  business  partners  systematically 
for  vears,  and  that  his  defalcations  amount  to  the  surprising 
figure  of  half  a  million  dollars!  His  partners  got  an 
inkling  that  he  had  defrauded  them  only  a  few  days  before 
his  de'iitli.  The  story  of  his  transactions  has  been  care- 
.fully  guarded  in  the  hope  that  the  company  could  recover 
itself.  The  salvation  of  the  concern  is  now  in  sight,  it  is 
believed.  Although  the  liabilities  direct  and  contingent 
are  about  $900,000,  its  assets  arc  said  to  be  more  than 
enough  to  meet  all  demands.  To  obtain  large  sums  from 
Thanks  Wampole  resorted  to  perjury.  He  made  false 
statements  of  the  financial  standing  of  his  company,  and 
upon  the  strength  of  these  statements  note  brokers  were 
able  to  find  a  ready  market  for  the  paper.  The  notes  were 
drawn  up  in  the  name  of  Henry  Wampole  &  Co.,  with  the 
signature  of  Mr.  Wampole  as  president.  What  the  man 
did  with  the  money  no  one  seems  to  know.  After  the 
facts  had  been  discovered  a  meeting  of  creditors  was  held 
on  September  25,  and  at  a  second  meeting  on  October  2 
most  of  the  creditors  were  represented.  It  was  decided  that 
a  new  company  should  be  organised  with  a  capital  of 
$1,000,000,  one  half  preferred  stock.

Cape  Colony. 

Catalogue  Duty. — In  connection  with  the  decisions  re- 
garding the  importation  of  catalogues  into  South  Africa 
{6'.  X-  v.,  October  20,  p.  599)  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  " 
notes  that  the  duty  leviable  under  the  Customs  Union  Con- 
vention on  catalogues,  etc.,  is  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  or  2d. 
per  lb.,  whichever  is  the  higher,  with  a  rebate  of  3  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  if  entitled  to  preferential  treatment. 

British  Postal  Orders  are  now  on  sale  and  may  be 
cashed  at  all  money-order  offices  in  the  Cape  Colony.  They 
range  from  l.s.  to  20s.,  the  commission  ranging  from  2d.  to 
Ad.  Postage-stamps  not  exceeding  5(/.  may  be  affixed  to 
make  up  odd  amounts.  The  facilities  thus  placed  before 
Cape  Colonists  for  remitting  small  amounts  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  India,  New  Zealand,  the  West  Indies,  and  many 
other  countries  in  the  British  Empire,  will,  without  doubt, 
be  fully  appreciated. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony  held  a 
special  general  meeting  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  rooms.  Cape  Town, 
on  September  27,  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  (the  President),  who 
recently  returned  to  the  Cape  after  an  extended  tour  through 
South  Africa,  in  the  chair.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was  to  decide  what  candidates  the  Society  should  support 
at  the  forthcoming  election.  No  decision  was  arrived  at, 
and  the  subject  will  come  up  again  and  be  dealt  with, 
possibly  by  the  Council. 

Booming  Mafeking. — A  committee  of  the  leading  towns- 
men of  Mafeking  met  on  September  17  to  consider  the  best 
means  of  advertising  the  town  as  a  resort  for  tourists  and 
visitors.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was  agreed,  on 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  to 
restore  one  of  the  siege-forts  used  during  the  Boer  War,  and 
to  issue  booklets  descriptive  of  the  siege,  and  of  the  town 
generally  as  a  health  resort.  The  intention  is  to  restore  the 
fort  exactly  as  it  was  during  the  siege,  including  the  dug- 
out, and  the  sites  of  all  the  others  are  to  be  designated  by 
enamel  name-plates.  A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Mr. 
Jones,  Mr.  Algie  (the  town  clerk),  and  Mr.  Whales  (editor 
and  proprietor  of  the  "Mafeking  Mail"),  was  appointed 
to  compile  and  arrange  the  guide-book.  Mr.  J.  E.  Jones  is 
a  son  of  Mr.  John  Jones,  chemist,  of  Swinton,  Yorks,  and 
brother  of  Mr.  D.  T.  Jones,  chemist,  of  the  same  town. 

August  Foreign  Trade. — The  grand  total  of  imports 
into  British  South  Africa  during  August  amounted  to 
2,534,029/.,  again-st  2,803,659/.  in  August  1905;  and  tho 
exports,  which  amounted  to  3,629.046/.,  were  644,700/. 
more  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1905.  Raw  gold 
and  diamonds  accounted  for  three  and  one-third  millions 
sterling  of  the  latter.  The  following  figures  show  the  im- 
ports of  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  into  the  various  Colonies 
during  August,  the  figures  in  parentheses  being  those  of 
August  1905  :  Cope  Coloni/.— 21.5911.  (23.705/.);  glycerin 
for  manufacturing.  468,451  lb.  (July  1906,  512,686  lb.).

Natal. 

LocuST-roisoN. — At  the  Durban  Circuit  Court  on  Sep- 
tember 21,  an  Indian  was  sentenced  to  ten  years,  and  his 
young  accomplice  to  twenty  strokes  of  the  birch,  for  attempt- 
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ing  to  poison  a  family  by  whom  they  were  employed,  by 
placing  locust-poison  in  their  food.  The  Judge  commented 
strongly  upon  the  manner  in  which  locust-poison  is  sold 
without  supervision  among  a  population  such  as  coolies, 
for  it  is  well  known  that  among  the  lower  class  of  Indians 
nothing  is  more  common  than  attempted  poisoning  for 
revenge. 

Durban  Botanic  Society. — In  his  twenty-fifth  report, 
Mr.  J.  Medley  Wood,  the  Director,  states  that  he  has 
reluctantly  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Natal  is  not  tropical 
enough  for  the  successful  growing  of  rubber.  Its  rainfall 
is  not  sufBciently  large,  and  its  temperature  too  low  in  winter 
for  the  trees  to  grow  with  the  vigour  that  they  do  in  more 
favourable  climates,  or  to  produce  an  amount  ot  sap  suffi- 
cient to  make  their  cultivation  profitable.  '  The  landolphias 
only  remain  as  yet  uncertain,  but  it  is  hoped  that  before  long 
Mr.  Wood  will  be  able  to  report  upon  them.  The  chicle 
gum  {Achras  Sapota)  has  been  for  many-years  in  the  Durban 
Botanic  Gardens,  but  is  only  4  ft.  high,  while  in  its  native 
country  it  attains  a  large  size.  This  plant  flowers  every 
year,  but  has  never  produced  a  single  fruit,  and  to  judge 
from  its  size  and  rate  of  growth  it  would  appear  that  the 
chicle  gum  would  have  to  realise  a  very  high  price  to 
make  the  cultivation  of  the  tree  profitable  in  Natal.  Atten- 
tion had  also  been  called  to  the  Ceara  rubber-tree,  which 
grew  quite  well  in  the  coast  districts  of  Natal.  The 
Director,  however,  does  not  think  that  a  ton  of  rubber 
could  be  obtained  from  stems  a  year  old. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

A  New  Registrar  and  Secretary  for  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Council  has  not  yet  been  appointed,  the  remunera- 
tion offered  not  being  very  tempting. 

South  African  Medical  Congress. — This  Congress 
was  held  at  Bloemfontein  from  October  1  to  6.  The 
subjects  for  discussion  in  the  various  sections  included  : 
Medicine,  "  Infantile  Summer  Diarrhoea " ;  Surgery, 
"The  Differential  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Acute 
Surgical  Abdominal  Affections";  Gynoecology,  "Uterine 
Displacements  and  their  Treatment  "  ;  Public  Health, 
"The  Disposal  of  Sewage";  Ophthalmology,  "Errors  of 
Eefraction  in  Children";  Special  Subjects,  "The 
Etiology,  Pathology,  Symptoms  and  Treatment  of  Idiocy 
and  Imbecility."  The  formal  opening  was  by  the  Acting 
Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the  lighter  side  of  the  meeting 
embraced  a  trip  to  Mazel's  Poort  and  Mocke's  Dam,  races, 
golf,  conversazione  at  Radzaal,  a  garden-party  at  Govern- 
ment House,  an  "  At  Home,"  and  a  banquet.  The  number 
who  signed  the  attendance-book  at  the  opening  was  very 
satislactory  and  a  most  successfvil  meeting  is  recorded. 

Transvaal. 

Unmarked. — The  Prussian  Minister  for  Commerce  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  all  German  goods  sent  to  the 
Transvaal  must  be  marked  "Made  in  Germany."  There 
have  been  several  seizures  of  unmarked  goods. 

Obituary.— Mr.  Miller,  of  Messrs.  B.  0.  Jones  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Standerton,  died  suddenly  at  the  end  of  last  month. 
He  had  been  with  the  firm  for  a  number  of  years,  and  his 
early  death  is  deeply  regretted  by  a  large  circle  of  friends. 

Opium-smuggling.— The  Portuguese  Government  has 
been  informed  that  the  demand  for  opium  among  the 
Chinese  coolies  on  the  Rand  has  led  to  extensive  smu"-gling 
of  opium  between  LourenQo  Marques  and  Johannesbui'ff 
The  Portuguese  authorities  have  already  confiscated  a  con- 
siderable quantity.  An  Englishman  named  Cummings  has 
been  arrested  at  Johannesburg  and  heavily  fined  for  eno-ag- 
ing  in  the  trade.  " 

The  Sacco  Case.— The  charge  against  C.  H.  Stevens,  of 
"Sacco  fame,  of  contravening  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Ordmance  (see  ct  October  13,  p.  589)  resulted  in 
Stevens  being  fined  10?.  He  stated  that  he  was  general 
manager  of  the  "South  African  Institute  of  Medicine." 
The  child  of  "  Sacco  "  seems  to  be  "  Lung  Sava,"  the  latter 
being  an  "  improved  product  "  for  miners'  phthisis. — Notice 
of  appeal  was  given. 


Among  the  things  forbidden  by  the  Russian  Medical 
Council  is  the  use  by  persons  without  medical  knowledge 
of  arsenic  for  poisoning  rats  and  mice. 


Colonial  anb  jforeign  IPicm. 

The  German  Tariff. — The  German  Customs  authorities 
have  imposed  the  500m.  per  100  kilos,  rate  upon  compound 
tincture  of  calumba  and  compound  tincture  of  sumbul,  100m. 
on  euthymol  tooth-paste,  48m.  on  panopeptone  in  bottles, 
and  500m.  on  strengthening-plaster — in  each  case  per 
100  kilos. 

German  Pharmacy  Legislation. — It  is  reported  that 
the  German  Home  Office  has  now  prepared  a  Bill  for  the 
introduction  of  an  Impei'ial  system  of  uniform  regulation 
of  pharmacy,  and  that  the  proposal  will  shortly  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Federal  Governments  for  examination.  The 
Bill  is  based  upon  the  principle  of  the  personal  concession, 
which  has  already  been  in  force  in  Prussia  since  1894. 
German  pharmacists  will  oppose  the  Bill. 

Messrs.  Norton  &  Co.,  of  the  Savoy  Pharmacy,  Cairo, 
have  been  granted  a  Royal  warrant  of  appointment  to 
H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales.  This  enterprising  firm, 
whose  Cairo  establishment  is  perhaps  the  largest  in  Egypt, 
control  four  other  pharmacies  in  the  Land  of  the  Pharaohs, 
including  one  at  Mena,  at  the  foot  of  the  Great  Pyramid  of 
Ghizeh.  Their  Assouan  branch  probably  beats  the  record 
for  distance,  being  twenty-four  hours  by  rail  from  Cairo. 

Pharmaceutical  House  in  Berlin. — For  many  years 
German  apothekers  have  been  desirous  of  establishing  a 
meeting-place  in  Berlin,  such  as  professional  chemists  have 
in  Hofmann  House,  with  the  object  of  di-awing  the  members 
of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  more  closely  together. 
Now  it  is  proposed  to  buy  a  site  and  to  build  a  "  Vereins- 
haus."  The  cost  of  this  is  estimated  at  1  to  I5  million 
marks,  and  a  company  is  to  be  formed  with  1,000m.  shares. 
The  participating  societies  are  the  Deutschen  Apotheker- 
Vereins,  Handelsgesellschaft  Deutscher  Apotheker,  Verein 
der  Apotheker  Berlins,  and  Deutschen  Pharmazeutischen 
Gesellschaft. 

Egyptian  Pharmacy  Examinations. — With  reference  to 
a  letter  on  this  subject  in  our  issue  of  September  1,  the 
"  Egyptian  Gazette  "  says  : 

We  always  regret  whenever  we  see  an  English-run 
Administration  of  the  Egyptian  Government  castigated  in 
the  Home  Pre.ss.  The  latest  victim  of  this  kind  of  criticism 
is  the  Sanitary  Administration,  and  a  writer  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  brings  some  extraordinary  charges 
against  that  Department.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is 
the  leading  trade  journal  of  the  English  pharmacists,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  believe  that  such  a  serious  journal  would 
lend  itself  to  false  charges.  But  the -allegations  contained 
in  this  letter  are  very  serious,  as  they  imply  a  gross  case  of 
favouritism.  If  tho  statement  bo  true,  that  only  one  pro- 
spectus had  been  handed  over  to  a  single  favoured  indi- 
vidual, the  impression  is  a  painful  one.  Of  course  we  refuse 
to  credit  the  truth  of  this  charge,  as  no  doubt  the  Ad- 
ministration will  issue  a  categorical  denial. 
Nevertheless  the  authorities  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
explaining  even  on  their  own  ground,  and  so  far  no  ex- 
planation has  been  forthcoming. 

Russian  Pharmacies. — The  Moscow  Medical  Govern- 
ment is  in  a  terrible  plight,  says  the  "  Pharmatz  Journal," 
not  knowing  how  to  interpret  the  new  law  that  came  into 
force  in  April,  which  made  the  basis  for  the  number  of 
pharmacies  not  the  number  of  recipes  dispensed  in  the 
year,  but  in  accordance  with  the  population.  Now, 
according  to  the  pan-Russian  census  of  1897  Moscow 
may  open  twenty-one  new  pharmacies;  according  to 
that  of  Moscow  in  1902  the  number  that  may  be  opened 
is  twenty-nine;  but  according  to  the  data  of  the  Statistical 
Committee  the  number  is  forty.  So  that  the  Depart- 
ment, while  being  pressed  on  all  sides  for  authorisa- 
tions, remains  in  a  hesitating  attitude.  Application  has 
been  made  to  the  Minister  of  th-3  Interior  for  light,  but  no 
notice  has  been  taken  of  the  application.  Subsequent  in- 
formation, however,  shows  that  what  is  now  called  the 
final  decree  in  respect  to  the  number  of  pharmacies  that 
may  be  opened  in  a  Russian  community  has  been  issued  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  These  shall  be  in  proportion 
to  the  actual  numbers  of  the  population,  and  not  constant, 
as  previously  intended.  This  new  regulation  admits 
of  twenty-four  new  pharmacies  being  opened  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, says  the  "  Pharmatz  Journal,"  and  there  are  already 
135  applicants  for  permission  to  open  them. 
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Hi^h  Court  Case. 

A  Question  of  Copyright. 
BovBiL,  Ltd.,  have  a  grievance  against  a  Glasgow  publisher 
of  a  "muddle-ad."  picture  postcard  which  they  consider 
to  be  an  objectionable  travesty  of  their  "Alas!  my  poor 
brother  "  advertisement,  and  took  action  in  regard  to  it  in 
the  Outer  House  of  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  but 
Lord  Mackenzie  refused  interdict.  The  Bovril  Co.  re- 
claimed, and  their  appeal  came  before  the  Second  Division  of 
the  Court  on  Tuesday,  October  23,  the  Lord  Justice-Clerk 
and  Lords  Kyllachy,  Stormonth-Darling,  and  Low  being  on 
the  bench.  The  question  was  one  of  copyright.  Lord  Mac- 
kenzie's decision  was  based  on  the  ground  that  the  respon- 
dent's postcards  were  not  intended  and  did  not  purport  to 
reproduce  the  value  and  essential  qualities  or  the  designs  of 
the  pictures  of  the  coniplainers  as  works  of  art,  and  accord- 
ingly were  not  copies  or  reproductions  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Copyright  Act,  1862.  The  Second  Division 
adhered  to  this  judgment,  and  foimd  the  Bovril  Co.  liable 
in  expenses. 

City  Court  Cases. 

Insurance  of  Castor  Oil. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Thursday.  October  23, 
before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  the  adjourned  action  (see 
C.  tfc  D.,  October  20,  p.  600)  brought  by  Messrs.  Fuerst 
Bros.,  17  Philpot  Lane,  against  the  Canton  Insurance  Co., 
Ltd..  25  Cornhill,  E.C.,  to  recover  21.  15.s.  9(7.,  the  value  of 
castor  oil  lost  while  being  brought  from  Antwerp  to  London, 
was  decided  in  favour  of  plaintiffs  with  costs. 

A  Cash-hegister  Dispute. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Monday,  October  22,  an 
action  was  brought  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Savill,  chemist  and 
druggist,  9  Boundary-Road,  Hove,  against  Mr.  Curtis  Read, 
trading  as  Curtis  Read  &  Son,  6  Chatham  Place,  Brighton, 
to  recover  34/.  18.^•.  3rf.  Mr.  Dyer,  for  the  plaintiff,  ex- 
plained that  he  bought  a  National  cash-register  from  the 
defendant  fcr  33/.  in  June  last.  The  original  price  was 
35  guineas  and  5  per  cent,  discount,  but  defendant  reduced 
the  price  and  said  he  would  keep  the  register  in  repair  for 
two  years  and  take  it  back  for  30/.  at  any  time  during  two 
years.  Two  or  three  days  after  the  plaintiff  had  the 
register  one  of  the  keys  jammed,  and  he  sent  for  the  defen- 
dant, who  came,  but  could  not  put  the  machine  right. 
Defendant  took  the  register  away  to  repair  it,  and  during 
the  time  it  was  away  he  lent  the  plaintiff  another  make,  a 
Hallwood  cash-register,  in  its  place.  Plaintiff  was  willing 
to  return  the  Hallwood,  but,  having  decided  not  to  keep 
the  National  cash-register,  he  now  sued  the  defendant  for  the 
return  of  the  money  originally  paid.  Mr.  Swan,  defendant's 
counsel,  said  the  plaintiff  in  fact  agreed  to  buy  the  Hallwood, 
orat  any  rate  he  would  not  return  it.  The  National  cash-regis- 
ter went  out  of  order  because  the  plaintiff  did  not  strike  the 
keys  properly,  and  so  caused  it  to  jam.  Defendant  counter- 
claimed  for  34/.,  being  the  value  of  the  Hallwood  register, 
and  4/.  16.s.  for  the  repairs  which  he  had  executed  on  the 
National  register.  Judge  Rentoul,  who  heard  the  case,  was 
in  favour  of  the  plaintiff  on  all  the  points  at  issue,  and 
gave  judgment  for  him  rn  claim  and  counterclaim,  with 
costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  New.spaper-bill. 
At  Bromley  (Kent)  County  Court  on  October  19.  ]\Ir.  W.  H. 
Barton,  chemist,  of  East  Street,  Bromley,  sued  A.  Brown, 
oLBromley  Common,  for  21.  6'.  Br/,  fov  nejvspapers  supplied. 
Defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  the  debt  by  lO.s.  per  month. 

A  Butcher's  Claim. 
At  Pembroke  Dock  County  Court  on  October  16.  a  butcher 
named  Elliott  brought  a  claim  against  Mr.  W.  H.  Bowling, 
chemist  and  druggist,  as^dininistrator  of  the  estate  of  his 
father,  the  late  Alderman  J.  H.  Bowling,  for  meat  supplied. 
For  the  plaintiff  it  was  stated  that  the  meat  was  supplied 
from  June  1899  to  the  date  of  Alderman  Bowling's  death — 


November  1902.  The  reason  the  account  was  not  sent  in 
before  was  because  the  plaintiff  suggested  the  purchase  of 
a  certain  house,  but  the  negotiations  subsequently  fell 
through.  The  firm  of  Bowling  Bros,  rendered  to  plaintiff 
in  June  1903  an  account  amounting  to  167/.  lOs.  for  goods 
purcha.sed  at  an  auction  sale.  This  was  paid,  and  in  Feb- 
ruary 1904  Mr.  Elliott  sent  to  the  administrator  of  the  late 
]\Ir.  Bowling  the  bill  for  meat  and  poultry,  amounting  to 
121/.  ]2f.  1(1.,  which  was  reduced  to  100/,,  and  referred  by 
the  High  Court  to  the  County  Court. — After  hearing  evi- 
dence at  great  length,  the  jury  found  that  the  books  which 
plaintiff  had  put  in  were  not  reliable,  and  that  he  failed  to 
prove  his  claim.  Judgment  was  therefore  given  for  the 
defendant,  with  costs. 


Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

Patent  Medicine. 
At  the  Dingle  (co.  Kerry)  Petty  Sessions  on  October  19, 
before  Messrs.  J.  Woulfe  Flanagan,  R.M.,  J.  Latchford, 
J. P.,  and  J.  Donoghue,  J. P.,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  summoned  Messrs.  J.  Atkins  &  Sons,  merchants, 
Dingle,  for  retailing  Kay's  compound  essence  of  linseed,  a 
medicine  containing  poison,  they  not  being  registered 
chemists,  and  for  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  ; 
two  of  the  firm's  assistants — David  Dillon  and  Edmund 
Brooks — were  also  summoned  for  selling  poison,  they  not 
being  registered  chemists. 

Mr.  Meeke,  solicitor  (of  Messrs.  A.  J.  Robinson  &  Sons, 
solicitors,  Dublin),  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society;  while  Mr.  T.  FitzGibbon,  B.L.  (instructed  by 
Mr.  Walker,  solicitor,  Dublin),  appeared  for  the  defen- 
dants. 

From  the  evidence  adduced  on  behalf  of  the  Society  it 
appeared  that  a  patent  was  granted  for  Kay's  compound 
essence  of  lin.seed  in  the  year  1873,  and  that  the  fees  were 
paid  until  the  expiration  of  the  patent  in  1886;  and  it  was 
contended  that  it  could  not  now  be  sold  with  the  privileges 
of  a  patent  medicine.  It  was  further  contended  that  the 
comjDound  now  sold  is  not  made  in  accordance  with  the 
specification  on  which  the  patent  was  granted.  With  regard 
to  the  assistants,  it  was  agreed  that,  not  being  registered 
chemists,  they  could  not  sell  medicine. 

For  the  defence  it  was  urged  that  the  medicine  was 
exactly  in  accordance  with  the  specification;  that  Messrs. 
Kay  paid  a  stamp-tax  for  the  sale  of  the  medicine;  also  that 
(he  medicine  was  sealed  by  the  manufacturers,  and  was  sold 
by  the  vendors  just  as  it  had  been  received.  Hence,  said 
counsel,  there  could  be  no  harm  in  a  non-registered  chemist 
selling  it. 

The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  1.?.  in  each  of  the  two 
summonses  against  Messrs.  Atkins  &  Sons  ;  and  in  the  case  of 
the  two  assistants  a  fine  of  5/.  each  was  imposed. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  Cheapest  Chemists,  Ltd. 
On  October  25  at  the  Whitechapel  County  Court,  before 
his  Honour  Judge  Bacon,  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Sutton  came  on  for  adjourned  hearing.  This  was 
a  prosecution  for  selling  white  precipitate  by  an  rmquali- 
fied  person,  the  defendant,  a  Mrs.  Sutton,  trading  as  "  The 
Cheapest  Chemists.  Ltd.,"  at  Commercial  Road.  Limehouse, 
E.  (see  /  .t-  D..  October  13.  p.  567).  John  Francis  Sutton, 
the  witness  for  whom  the  previous  adjournment  was  ordered, 
was  examined  by  Mr.  Quarrell,  the  solicitor  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Are  you  the  husband  of  Mrs.  Sutton? 

Wiiness  :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Did  you  receive  the  summons  in  this  action 
on  August  15.  and  return  it  in  a  letter  to  the  Court,  saying 
you  would  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  your  wife  ? 

Witness  :  Yes.  She  was  away,  but  I  wrote  to  her.  I 
write  to  her  nearly  every  month. 

Mr."  Quarrell  :  Where  is  she ! 

Witness  :  In  Canada. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  When  did  she  go  to  Canada  ? 

Witness  :  In  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Are  you  quite  sure  about  that  ?  I  put 
this  question  to  you  for  a  particular  reason.  Has  your  wife 
not  been  in  attendance  at  your  shop  within  the  last  three 
or  four  months  ? 

Witness  :  No. 
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Mr.  Quarrell  :  When  did  you  first  write  to  say  your  wife 
was  in  Canada  ? 

Witness  :  Three  or  four  days  after  the  summons  came  to 
the  shop. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Was  she  not  at  the  shop  on  June  7,  1906  ? 
Witness  :  No. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Then  who  was  the  woman  in  the  shop  ? 

Witness  :  Your  Honour,  must  I  answer  that  question  ? 

Judge  Bacon  :  No.  I  think  not.  It  is  a  sort  of  roving 
commission  to  get  evidence. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  No,  your  Honour.  It  is  in  view  of  making 
further  inquiries. 

Judge  Bacon  :  I  will  adjourn  the  case  shie  die.

He  Heney  Tatteesall  Htslop,  Briar  House,  Bury  Old  Road, 
Heywood,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  Official  Receiver  of 
the  Bolton  Bankruptcy  Court  reports  that  the  realisation  of 
this  debtor's  estate  will  only  allow  of  the  payment  of  a  first 
and  final  dividend  of  Ygrf.  in  the  pound. 

Me  Joseph  Heney  Watson,  Bolton  Road,  Bradford,  lately 
carrying  on  business  as  a  Chemist  and  Dentist  at  36  Westgate, 
Shipley. — The  debtor  appeared  to  pass  his  public  examination 
at  the  Bradford  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  24.  In  answer 
to  questions  he  corroborated  the  statements  made  in  the  Official 
Receiver's  observations,  and  stated  that  he  considered  he  was 
successful  in  his  business  up  to  about  1890,  when  he  would  be 
worth  300^.  or  400^.  Since  then  his  trade  had  been  diminishing 
steadily,  and  he  attributed  that  to  the  stores  coming  into  his 
neighbourhood  and  cutting  prices  continually  lower  and  lower. 
The  indebtedness  to  his  sister,  to  satisfy  which  he  had  sold  off 
his  stock-in-trade  to  Messrs.  Savage  &  Sons,  of  Bradford,  was 
in  respect  of  an  advance  of  80/.  made  many  years  ago.  He 
found  a  difficulty  in  keeping  up  the  payment  of  1/.  a  quarter 
interest,  and  his  sister  issued  a  writ,  as  she  thought  it  was  time 
that  he  liquidated  the  debt.  He  sold  the  stock-in-trade  to 
Messrs.  Savage  at  25  per  cent,  off  regular  current  cost  price. 
His  furniture  had  been  purchased  by  his  sister.  He  admitted 
that,  his  books  were  very  incomplete,  and  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  pay  all  his  creditors  in  full,  if  called  upon  to  do  so, 
any  time  since  the  private  arrangement  made  in  October  1901. 
The  examination  was  closed. 

Jie  William  Brook,  trading  as  "  Leaventhorpo  Chemical 
Co.,"  and  carrying  on  business  at  Leaventhorpo  Mills,  Brad- 
ford, as  a  Manufacturing  Chemist. — The  public  examination 
of  the  debtor  took  place  on  October  24  at  the  Bradford  Bank- 
ruptcy Court.  The  debtor,  in  answer  to  questions,  corro- 
borated the  details  set  forth  in  the  Official  Receiver's  observa- 
tions, but  added  that  he  had  since  found  that  in  the  balance- 
sheet  issued  in  November  last,  when  the  partnership  was 
dissolved,  the  liabilities  were  overestimated  to  the  extent  of 
269/.  4s.  1(1.  The  extent  to  which  the  partnership  concern  was 
insolvent  at  that  time,  therefore,  was  only  43/.  14s.  5d.  He 
had  also  made  a  mistake  in  stating  the  amount  of  money 
which  he  had  had  from  the  trustees  under  his  father's  will'; 
it  should  have  b<5,en  450/.  instead  of  250/.  He  had  over- 
estimated the  amount  due  to  his  mother  to  the  extent  of  100/. 
He  denied  that,  in  selling  his  plant  bit  by  bit  during  the  few 
months  before  the  bankruptcy,  he  had  sold  at  less  than  market 
price.  He  alleged  that  one  of  his  travellers  gave  to  a  brother 
the  names  of  some  of  his  customers,  which  had  caused  him  a 
loss  of  120/.  a  month  out  of  his  total  turnover  of  250/.  a  month. 
The  examination  was  adjourned  to  November  24.

TWO  only  of  the  eleven  fatalities  from  poisoning  that 
have  taken  place  during  the  week  were  misadventures. 
One  misadventure  took  place  at  Longridge,  where  a  four- 
year-old  child  gave  her  baby  sister  some  liquid  ammonia  to 
drink.  The  only  other  unscheduled  poison  taken  was  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  it  was  used  for  no  fewer  than  three 
suicides.  They  were  Arthur  Newry  (27),  a  grocer's 
cashier  at  Paddington,  an  Addlestone  bricklayer  named 
Watts,  and  a  London  painter.  The  other  misad- 
venture occurred  at  Westminster,  where  carbolic  acid  was 
swallowed  in  mistake  for  stout  by  Henry  Corbyn  (63),  a 
shoemaker.  Rosie  Goldberg  (26),  a  Jewess,  poisoned  herself 
with  carbolic  acid  in  Glasgow.  Henry  Stockwell  (32),  a 
labourer  at  the  Woolwich  Arsenal,  died  on  the  eve  of  his 
wedding-day  from  the  effects  of  oxalic  acid  self -adminis- 
tered. Cecil  Isaac  Roach  (25),  of  Teddington,  committed 
suicide  with  prussic  acid  on  account  of  a  quarrel  with  his 
sweetheart.  An  apprentice  boilermaker  named  Roderick 
Macdonald  (20)  killed  himself  with  rat-poison  at  Oldham. 
A  Treharris  woman,  Emily  Attwool  (36),  wife  of  a  hotel- 
keeper,  died  from  the  effects  of  some  irritant  poison  (un- 
named) under  circumstances  which  pointed  to  suicide. — An 
inquest  was  held  at  Sunderland  on  October  19  into  the 
death  of  David  Scott  Park  (31),  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
was  out  of  work  and  lived  with  his  mother.  The  evidence 
of  his  brothers  was  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased 
had  played  a  game  at  whist  with  them  before  retiring  to 
bed  and  seemed  in  good  spirits.  Later  he  told  them  he  had 
taken  poison,  but  they  thought  he  was  joking.  As  his 
breathing  became  stertorous,  one  brother  went  for  a  police- 
man, still  believing  deceased  was  shamming.  Later  a  doctor 
was  called  in,  but  deceased  was  then  dead.  A  bottle  labelled 
"  Cocaine"  was  found  in  the  bedroom,  and  Dr.  Scott,  who 
was  called  in.  said  death  was  due  to  cocaine-poisoning. 


Sumach,  Sure. — Rudyard  Kipling,  dining  on  one  occasion, 
was  much  bored  by  a  person  who  started  a  discussion  concern-

THE  first  meeting  of  the  new  session  was  held  at 
Burlington  House,  on  Thursday,  October  18,  at 
8.30  P.M.,  when  the  chair  was  taken  by  Sir  William  Ramsay 
in  the  absence  of  Professor  Meldola,  who  was  suffering 
from  a  severe  attack  of  influenza.  The  first  business,  after 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  the  admission  of  new 
Fellows,  was  the 

Presentation  of  the  Longstaff  Medal 
to  Professor  Noel  Hartley,  of  Dublin.  Sir  William  Eamsay 
read  a  short  statement,  prepared  by  the  President,  giving 
an  account  of  Professor  Hartley's  numerous  contributions 
to  chemical  science  and  referring  especially  to  his  work  on 
the  uia-a-violet  absorption-spectra  of  organic  compounds, 
and  pointing  out  that  he  is  the  pioneer  in  this  field  of 
research,  which  has  proved  so  fertile  in  recent  years. 

Sir  William  Ramsay  also  read  the  addresses  presented 
on  behalf  of  the  Chemical  Society  to  Sir  W.  Perkin  at  the 
celebration  last  July  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
discovery  of  mauve,  and  to  the  University  of  Aberdeen  on 
the  occasion  of  its  tercentenary  celebrations  last  month. 

The  First  Paper  of  the  Session 
was  read,  appropriately  enough,  by  Professor  Hartley,  and 
dealt  with  the  composition  of  a  meteorite  which  fell  in 
1891  in  the  Punjaub.  This  meteorite,  it  was  explained, 
was  of  special  interest  since  its  fall  to  the  earth  was  actually 
witnessed,  and  in  that  respect  it  differed  from  most  of  the 
meteorites  so  far  found.  The  principal  constituents  of 
the  meteorite,  which  were  determined  spectroscopically, 
were  iron,  nickel,  chromium,  cobalt,  copper,  and 
gallium. — The  Chairman  inquired  whether  the  meteorite 
was  radio-active,  but  on  this  point  the  professor  was  unable 
to  give  pny  information. 

The  Composition  of  Malacone 
was  the  subject  of  the  next  paper,  read  by  Messrs.  Kitchen 
and  Winterson.  This  mineral  is  closely  allied  to  the 
better  known  zircon,  and  consists,  like  the  latter,  of 
zirconium  silicate.  The  sample  examined  by  the  authors 
was  found  to  contain,  in  addition  to  this  constituent,  small 
quantities  of  uranium  and  some  other  heavy  metal  at  present 
unidentified.  The  principal  interest  of  the  mineral  lies, 
however,  in  the  fact  that  when  fused  with  potassium 
bisulphate  it  evolves  helium  and  argon.  This  is  the  first 
recorded  instance  of  the  production  of  argon  by  a  mineral. 
It  is  also  suspected  that  it  may  prove  to  contain  radium, 
and  it  is  being  further  examined  from  this  point  of  %  '^w. 

Two  papers  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Research  Laljora- 
tory  were  then  read  by  Professor  Crossley  for  himself  and 
Miss  N.  Renouf,  Salters'  Research  Fellow.  The  scope  of 
these  papers  is  perhaps  sufficiently  indicated  by  their  titles  : 
"The  Separation  of  oa-  and  ^j8-dimethyladipic  Acids " 
and  "  The  Action  of  Alcoholic  Potassium  Hydroxide  on 
3-bromo-l  :  1-dimethylhexahydrobenzene."  Dr.  Silberrad 
followed  with  a  paper  bearing  on 

The  Constitution  of  Coloured  Compounds, 
in  which  he  showed  that  by  the  condensation  of  mellitic  and 
pyroniellitic  acids  with  resorcinol  a  series  of  fluorescent 
dyes  is  obtained  whose  constitution  cannot  be  reconciled 
with  any  of  the  theories  at  present  held  regarding  the 
association  of  colour  and  fluorescence  in  dyes  of  this  type 
with  a  particular  chemical  constitution  or  structure. 

The  last  paper  was  read  by  Messrs.  Lees  and  Tutin.  It 
was  concerning 

The  Constitution  of  Morphine. 
These  authors  have  continued  the  work  done  in  the  Well- 
come Chemical  Research  Laboratories  on  isomorphine,  and 
have  shown  that  by  "  exhaustive  methylation  "  a  series  of 
products  in  all  respects  parallel  with  those  similarly  obtain- 
able from  morphine  itself  can  be  prepared,  and  from  this 
and  other  evidence  they  conclude  that  isomorphine  and  mor- 
phine are  stereoisomerides,  that  morphine  must  contain 
three  asymmetric  carbon  atoms,  and  that  this  must  be  recog- 
nised in  any  formula  put  forward  as  representing  the  con- 
stitution of  the  alkaloid.

It  may  be  remembered  that  the  top  of  the  thermometer  is 
screwed  into  a  spiral  at  the  top  of  the  case,  and  when  one 
wants  to  get  the  mercury  down  a  shake  or  two  does  it,  the 
spiral  assisting  in  the  process. 

Messrs.  Herbert  Hymans  &  Co.,  13  and  14  Trinity 
Square.  London,  E.C,  have  recently  purchased  the  goodwill 
of  the  business  of  IV'iessrs.  Lipscombe  &  Co.,  filter-manu- 
facturers, late  of  7  Eastcheap,  E.C,  and  Strand,  W.C 
Messrs.  Hymans  &  Co.  are  carrying  on  the  business  entirely 
separate  from  their  own.  and  will  retain  the  name  of  Lips- 
combe &  Co.  as  well  as  the  old  staff,  but  have  moved  their 
offices  and  showrooms  to  13  and  14  Trinity  Square,  E.C. 

Re-labelling. — The  new  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  which 
comes  into  force  in  America  on  January  1,  1907,  will  require 
the  re-labelling  of  the  "  Murine  "  preparations.  The  Murine 
Eye-remedy  Co.  are  sending  out  from  their  offices,  at 
jMichigan  Avenue  and  Randolph  Street,  Chicago,  a  circular 
and  inventory-blank  to  all  holders  of  stocks  of  their  goods, 
with  the  laudable  object  of  putting  the  articles  on  the 
market  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  so  obviatuig 
annoyance  to  their  customers. 

Calexd.-vrs. — Messrs.  Ford,  Shapland  &  Co.,  6  Great 
Turnstile,  High  Holborn,  London,  W.C.  have  produced 
some  nice  almanacks  and  calendars  for  chemists'  distribu- 
tion. The  pocket-almanacks  (3j  in.  by  2^  in.)  have  prettily 
designed  covers  and  thirty-two  pages  of  contents,  three  of 
the  pages  being  reserved  for  chemists'  own  advertisements. 
The  larger  illustrated  almanack  (7.^  in.  by  5  in.)  consists  of 
thirty-six  pages,  and  contains  much  useful  information. 
There  is  also  in  the  series  a  card  calendar  (2|  in.  by  2  in.) 
which  forms  a  useful  purse-companion.  Messrs.  Ford, 
Shapland  &  Co.  issue  a  price-list  of  these  publications. 

MiOL  is  the  name  of  a  new  preparation  about  which 
chemists  and  druggists  are  likely  to  hear  a  good  deal  shortly. 
In  appearance  it  closely  resembles  malt  extract  and  cod- 
liver  oil,  for  whicli,  indeed,  it  is  advanced  as  a  superior 
substitute;  but  it  contains  no  cod-liver  oil,  the  originator 
of  the  preparation  being  of  opinion  that  olive  oil  presents 
in  many  respects  advantages  over  that  oil,  while  it  is 
just  as  nutritious.  The  peculiarity  of  Miol  is  that  each  dose 
of  it  contains  ^\  grain  of  iodine,  and  grain  of  free  phos- 
phorus, yet  so  well  are  these  ingredients  compounded  that 
Miol  has  no  objectionable  taste.  Before  the  preparation  was 
introduced  commercially,  it  had  extensive  clinical  trial  in 
private  and  hospital  practice.  In  cases  of  ana?nua,  phthisis, 
wasting,  and  malnutrition,  the  increase  in  weight  has  been 
both  rapid  and  steady,  while  the  disease-symptoms  have 
abated.  The  preparation  is  made  by  the  Miol  Manufactur- 
ing Co.,  66  and  66a  Southwark  Bridge  Road,  London,  S.E., 


Indian  Medicinal  Plants. — In  these  days,  when  chemists 
and  druggists  have  been  reminded  about  the  business  im- 
portance of  window-displays,  any  good  novelty  is  well  worth 
noting,  and  we  have  one  this  week  in  the  shape  of  a  series 
of  the  bazaar  medicines  and  medicinal  plants  of  India,  which 
Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke,  60,  62,  and  64  Artillery  Lane, 
London,  E.,  are  offering.  They  include  those  mentioned  in 
the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, the  specimens  being  Acacia  arabica  bark,  Adiiatoda 
vasica,  Alstonia  scholaris,  Androcjraphis  paniculata,  bael- 
fruit,  C'alotropis  gigaiitca,  cutch,  jequirity-seeds,  kus-kus, 
Emhelia  rihes,  Hyrjropliyla  spinosa,  ispaghula-seeds.  A 
specimen  of  each  of  these  in  a  Japanese  tray,  with  a  separate 
label,  is  sent  out  by  the  firm  for  4s.  Here  is  the  wording 
on  one  label  as  an  illustration  of  the  rest  : 

Hygrophyla  Spinosa. 
The  dried  herb  imported  from  India  is  used  as  a  demulcent 
and  diuretic. 

The  de^'oction  made  by  boiling  2  oz.  of  the  herb  in  a  pint  of 
water  is  given  in  doses  of  5  to  2  fl.  oz. 

A  showcard  also  goes  with  the  set,  and  if  one  were  to  begin 
showing  the  specimens  two  per  day  the  attraction  would  be. 
all  the  better. 

New  Rogers'  Sprays. — We  had  occasion  a  few  weeks 
ago  to  refer  to  a  new  form  of  spray-bulb  which  has  been 
introduced  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Rogers,  327  Oxford  Street,  London, 
W.,  a  pharmacist  who  has  specialised  in  this  branch.  The 


bulb  IS  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  engraving  (fig  1)  of 
the  new  pocket-spray  for  aqueous  liquids,  which  is  so  com- 
pact and  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  used  without  removal 
Irom  the  soft  leather  purse  in  which  it  is  sent  out ;  while  for 
consulting-room  use  Mr.  Rogers  supplies  a  neat  spray-stand 
m  which  the  spray  can  be  placed.  Another  new  spray  is  the 
miniature  "  Aquol"  (fig.  2),  which  is  for  oleacious  sprays. 
With  the  exception  of  the  graduated  glass  body,  this  spray 
is  ot  vulcanite  and  mdiarubber,  and  it  gives  a  steady  and 
abundant  cloud  of  medicament.

anthrax  antitoxin,  which  veterinary  chemists  should 
acquaint  them.selves  with,  as  they  are  an  excellent  remedv 
to  bring  under  the  notice  of  sheep- farmers.  Messrs.  Parke', 
Davis  &  Co.  have  introduced  three  combinations  of  Blaud's 
pill-mass  in  tablet  form  and  chocolate  coated.  Blaud's  pUl- 
mass  has  become  the  most  popular  medicine  among  women, 
but  the  plain  mass  is  in  many  cases  unsuitable,  since  anajmia 
is  often  the  effect  of  some  intestinal  disorder,  the  cure  of , 
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which  IS  the  first  step  towards  a  better  haematic  condition. 
J^lo.  1  ferrous  carbonate  compound  contains  10  grains  of  the 
ferrous  salt,  with  grain  of  capsicum  and  grain  each  of 
alom,  strychnine,  and  arsenious  acid.  No. '2  contains  only 
5  grains  of  the  carbonate,  with  i  grain  each  of  capsicum  and 
cascarin,  and  j  grain  each  of  strychnine  and  arsenious  acid. 
Both  of  these  are  useful  in  constipation  and  anaemia.  The 
third  tablet  is  designed  for  cases  in  which  there  is  an 
amenorrhceic  tendency,  since  it  contains  3  grains  of  ferrous 
carbonate,  1  grain  of  manganese  dioxide,  and  ^  grain  of 
cascarin. 


Frontage  space  is  valuable  in  Aldersgate  Street,  London, 
and  to  make  the  most  of  it  is  a  problem  occasionally  sub- 
mitted to  a  shopfitter.  The  above  illustration  shows  how  it 
was  overcome  m  the  case  of  Messrs.  Vines  &  Froom,  who  two 
years  ago  removed  from  their  old  pharmacy  at  No.  75  to 
No.  64  further  up  the  street.

Sons  secured  to  them  by  the  semi-circular  window.  Mr. 
William  Breingan,  who  has  charge  of  the  pharmacy,  informs 
us  that  the  firm  make  a  point  of  devoting  their  window  to 
the  exhibition  of  their  own  specialities  as  far  as  possible, 
these  being  prepared  and  packed  on  the  premises.  An 
endeavour  is  made  to  place  kindred  articles  along  with  these, 
and  attention  is  paid  to  the  kind  of  goods  exhibited  by 
grocers  and  oilmen,  so  that  these  may  be  avoided  and  dis- 
tinction thus  secured  for  the  pharmacy-window.  Chemists' 
articles,  in  Mr.  Breingan's  opinion,  lend  themselves  to 
attractive  and  effective  display,  and  individuality  goes  far 
m  bringing  business.

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 

The  Autumn  Session. 
Parliament  reassembled  on  Tuesday  for  the  autumm 
Session.    The  two  months  between  now  and  Christmas'- 
will  be  mainly  occupied  with  the  more  important  Govern- 
ment  measures    which   still    await   consideration.  The- 
Education  Bill  is  already  before  the  House  of  Lords,  but 
the  Trade  Disputes  Bill,  the  Plural  Voting  Bill,  the  Land" 
Tenure  Bill,  and  other  measures  have  yet  to  receive  further 
consideration  from  the  Commons  before  they  are  sent  up 
to  the  Upper  Chamber.    Then,  too,  the  Education  Bill,  as- 
amended  by  the  Lords,  will  come  back  to  the  Commons,  and 
may  quite  conceivably  occupy  a  considerable  number  of 
sittings.    It  is  possible,  however,  that  in  the  passage  of 
the  various  Bills  enumerated  between  the  two  Houses  time 
may  be  found  to  make  further  progress  with  minor  legisla- 
tion, such  as  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.    The  Bill 
reappeared  on  the  Order  paper,  and  indeed  was  down  for 
second  reading  on  the  opening  night  of  the  autumn  Session. 
A  large  number  of  other  measures,  however,  had  pre- 
cedence of  it,  and  a  further  postponement  was  a  matter  of 
course.    The  Bill  has  now  been  put  down  for  Monday  next. 
Sir  Henry  Campbell  Bannerman  has  intimated,  however,, 
that  during  the  early  days  of  the  Session  no  other  legis- 
lative business  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  progress, 
of  the  Plural  Voting  Bill  and  the  Trade  Disputes  Bill,  so 
that  there  is  very  little  prospect  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  being  taken  even  on  Monday. 

A  petition  from  South  Kensington  in  reference  to  the 
Bill  was  presented  on  Wednesday,  and  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table. 

Mr.  Idris's  Return. 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  has  returned  to  St.  Stephen's  for 
the  autumn  sittings.    He  appears  to  have  almost  entirely 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  his  serious  illness,  which  com- 
pelled him  for  a  time  to  suspend  his  Parliamentary  duties.

Who  can  Explain 

last  week's  speeches  on  the  present  phar- 
maceutical Parliamentary  position  ?  Take,  first,  the  really 
important  utterance  of  Mr.  Winfrey,  pharmaceutical 
chemist  and  member  of  Parliament,  at  Bournemouth.  That 
gentleman  appealed  to  his  audience  to  persuade  their  own 
M.P.  and  others  to  join  with  him  in  balloting  for  a  good 
start  for  the  Pharmacy  Bill  next  Session.  He  also  de- 
nounced the  principles  in  the  Government  Bill  of  licensing 
unqualified  traders  to  sell  poisons,  and  of  legitimitising 
unqualified  companies  to  carry  on  chemists'  businesses  with 
merely  a  qualified  manager.  This  is  glorious.  It  recalls 
the  now  far  distant  days'  of  nearly  twelve  months  ago, 
before  Mr.  Winfrey  was  in  Parliament,  when  we  were  all 
of  that  way  of  thinking.  But  Mr.  Winfrey  seems  delight- 
fully unconscious  that  since  then  the  promoters  of  the  Bill 
to  which  he  remains  so  loyal  have  practically  abandoned  their 
aspirations,  and  are  even  ready  to  welcome  the  mutilation  and 
evisceration  of  our  existing  statutory  status  if  only  Parlia- 
ment will  consent  to  the  recognition  in  some  remote  future  of 
a  title,  rightfully  ours  no  doubt,  but,  substantially  perhaps, 
the  least  important  of  our  possessions.  Mr.  Winfrey  may 
well  be  excused  if  he  has  not  followed  closely  our  recent 
discussions  ;  but  it  is 
Far  More  Curious 

that  pharmacists  who  know  the  position 
exactly  should  still  be  making  believe  that  the  old  battle 
is  immediately  in  front  of  us.  Mr.  Woolley,  for  example, 
is  indignant  with  grocers  who  get  round  the  Pharmacy  Act ; 
the  "Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  his 
colleagues  Mr.  Cross  and  Mr.  Harrison  toot  on  the  old 
clarion  ;  according  to  Mr.  Pentney,  the  London  Chemists' 
Association,  which  is  as  formidable  to  its  friends  as  to  its 
foes,  has  evolved  a  scheme  which  will  ' '  appeal  to  the  way 
of  thinking  of  one  of  the  political  parties  "  ;  Mr.  Walklate 
denounces  privileges  granted  to  capitalist  trust  companies  ; 
and  so  on.  The  inexplicable  feature  of  these  pronounce- 
ments is  that  we  are  committed  to  acquiescence  in  all  these 
injustices  so  eloquently  paraded,  on  the  simple  condition 
that  one  poor  little  concession  of  merely  sentimental  value 
is  promised.  One  gentleman,  it  appears,  has  the  key  of  the 
conundrum — Mr.  Glyn-Jones  expounded  the  reasons  which 
have  actuated  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  a  few  favoured 
chemists  of  North  Staffordshire.  But  as  he,  perhaps  pru- 
dently, stipulated  that  his  exposition  should  go  no  farther, 
we  of  the  multitude  must  be  content  to  grope  in  darkness, 
trusting  in  the  superior  wisdom  of  those  set  in  authority 
over  us. 

The  Soap  Combine 

is  not  likely  to  affect  chemists  much  beyond 
perhaps  a  relegation  of  the  familiar  "7  for  1*."  showcards 
to  obscurity.  Still  less  is  there  any  danger  of  the  appre- 
ciable relaxation  of  modern  habits  of  cleanliness  lugubriously 
suggested  by  a  medical  journal.  But  trusts  and  combines 
are  not  nice  things  to  have  among  us,  and  none  of  those  we 
have,  so  far  as  I  can  remember,  has  ever  benefited  the 
public,  nor  have  they  always  proved  advantageous 
to  the  manufacturers.  Anyway,  those  of  us  who 
dislike  them  can  always  indicate  our  opinion  in  a  prac- 
tical manner.  The  tendency  of  the  soap  trust  has  been 
very  promptly  manifested  by  its  organiser  by  1  oz.  nipped 
off  the  3c?.  bar  of  unscented  Sunlight.  No  doubt  this 
step  or  something  like  it  "has  been  rendered  necessary 
by  the  advance  in  the  cost  of  raw  materials."    An  ounce  in 


the  pound  means  7  lb.  in  the  hundredweight,  and  7  lb.  at 
2^(1.  equals  Is.  5^d.,  which  is  the  extra  price  Levers  will 
rake  in,  and  they  make  a  great  many  hundredweights.  How 
near  the  higher  cost  of  raw  materials  may  approach  to 
Is.  5^d.  only  experts  can  estimate,  but  no  acquaintance  with 
soap-manufacture  is  necessary  to  enable  Mr.  Lever's  friends 
to  retain  a  tranquil  confidence  that  the  margin  of  difference 
will  be  on  his  side,  and  not  on  that  of  the  public. 
Saccharin  Costs 

3s.  a  pound  at  Amsterdam,  and  40s.  a  pound 
in  England.  Twenty  shillings  of  this  difference  is  accounted 
for  by  the  duty  and  the  rest  probably  by  our  patent  laws. 
Four  Austrian  adventurers  have  been  convicted  of  the  mis- 
demeanour of  seeking  to  give  London  a  part  of  the  advantage 
which  Amsterdam  enjoys,  and  the  Inland  Revenue  inspector 
said  the  benefit  to  be  conferred  was  so  considerable  that  he 
must  ask  for  a  severe  penalty.  So  heavy  fines  were  im- 
posed on  the  Austrian  gentlemen  with  Jewish  names,  and 
we  are  for  some  time  mercifully  protected  from  cheap 
sacchai'in.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  will  screw  up  his  courage  next  year  to  sweep 
away  the  silly  sugar- duty  with  its  long  tail  of  attendant 
charges. 

Whither  We  are  Tending 

is  necessarily  a  speculative  question, 
and  it  is  not  surprising  if  the  statistics  of  the  examina- 
tions, which  are  undoubtedly  of  serious  import,  should 
suggest  varying  inferences.  But  surely  it  is  fair  to  assume 
that  when  qualified  men  are  matched  against  unqualified 
competitors,  unless  all  the  homilies  drummed  into  us  in 
regard  to  the  value  of  technical  education  are  fallacious  in 
the  case  of  pharmacy,  the  superior  fitness  of  the  former 
class  ought  to  result  in  a  higher  grade  of  work  falling  to 
their  share.  Moreover,  besides  the  greater  knowledge, 
statutory  advantages  are  reserved  to  the  qualified  man 
which  substantially  favour  him  in  the  handicap.  If,  there- 
fore, there  is  a  market  for  men  with  recognised  phar- 
maceutical attainments,  it  can  hardly  be  other  than  good 
for  those  who  do  work  for  the  certificate  and  get  it  that 
they  should  become  scarcer.  If  their  numbers  should 
diminish  below  the  level  of  public  requirements,  so  much 
the  better  still — for  them.  The  public,  through  its 
Legislature,  must  then  offer  better  terms. 

Eighteen  Commercial  Leaders 

were  asked  by  the  "  Strand 
Magazine  "  whether  in  their  opinion  a  University  training 
is  an  advantage  or  otherwise  to  a  young  man  destined  to  an 
industrial  career.  Evidently  it  was  assumed  that  the  young 
man  or  his  parents  could  afford  the  necessary  expenditure 
of  time  and  money.  The  replies  of  the  persons  interrogated 
are  published,  it  may  be  supposed,  only  as  excuses  for  giving 
the  portraits  of  the  authors,  for  they  are  all  rather  common- 
place ;  but  they  are  nearly  all  characterised  by  the  melancholy 
assimiption  that  the  only  "  advantage  "  which  is  worth  con- 
sideration for  a  young  man  destined  to  an  industrial  career  is 
an  increased  power  to  make  money.  His  college  friends 
"may  eventually  be  of  great  utility  to  him  in  manifold 
ways,"  says  the  Earl  of  Kinnoull  (a  director  of  several  great 
campanies ) .  The  time  spent  at  Ox  ford  or  Cambridge  ' '  would  ^ 
hardly  prepare  him  for  factory-work,  and  would  probably 
disincline  him  to  take  kindly  "  to  the  work  and  hours  of 
business  is  the  opinion  of  Lord  Winterstoke  [ni  Wills,  of 
tobacco  fame).  "I  agree  with  Lord  Winterstoke,"  is  the 
comment  of  Mr.  Blackwell,  the  pickle  king.  "  A  University 
training  would  help  to  give  him  character  "  was  the  dictum 
of  the  late  Mr.  Alfred  Beit,  who,  however,  unhappily  seema 
to  have  only  regarded  character  as  a  commercial  asset,  for  he 
added,  "  Character  and  manners  succeed  to  a  far  greater 
extent  in  business  than  people  think."  Surely  the  one  great 
advantage  of  a  University  training  is  that  it  does  not  assist 
the  money-making  faculty;  that,  in  fact,  it  helps  to  neu- 
traliBe  it,  by  opening  other  avenues  of  thought  and  occupa- 
tion in  this  short  life  of  ours.

lEbitotial  Comments. 


Food  and  Drugs. 

Me.  John-  Buhxs  has  for  the  first  time  signed  a  report  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  his  Majesty  the  King.  It 
is  the  same  old  report,  intensely  interesting  as  regards 
social  matters,  rates,  loans,  paupers,  and  so  on,  but  the 
only  part  of  it  which  concerns  us  directly  is  that  which 
deals  with  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  This  is  the 
stereotyped  affair,  comprising  a  few  snippets  from  the 
reports  of  public  analysts  and  some  statistics.  During  1905 
the  number  of  samples  analysed  was  86,182,  distributed  as 
follows  :

The  average  percentage  of  adulteration  was  8.2,  as  com- 
pared with  8.5  in  1904.  The  metropolis  provided  21,506 
samples  with  10.2  per  cent,  of  adulteration,  and  Lanca- 
shire came  next  with  12,376  and  7  per  cent,  of  adultera- 
tion. Drugs  have  improved,  the  9  per  cent,  of  adulteration 
:omparing  with  11.3  per  cent,  in  1904.  A  "snippet" 
about  poivrette  (ground  olive-stones)  is  included  in  the 
report,  from  which  we  also  learn  that  158  kinds  of  drugs 
were  selected  for  analysis,  and  forty-three  of  these  yielded 
adulterated  samples,  that  is  to  say,  115  kinds  of  drugs  are 
beyond  reproach.    The  following  are  the  official  statistics, 
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we  having  added  those  for  1904,  which  show  there  was 
"  lumping  "  in  1905  :

"Adulterated"  is  a  wide  term.  Out  of  7,099  samples 
reported  against  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  to  3,581, 
or  just  about  half,  and  in  only  2,672  cases  were  fines  im- 
posed, warranties  sufficing  to  secure  dismissal  in  159  cases. 


The  Soap  Situation. 

Interest  in  the  amalgamation  of  a  number  of  firms  in  the 
soap-trade  continues.  How  far  this  excitement  is  due  to 
artificial  stimulation  by  a  section  of  the  newspaper  Press 
is  debatable.  One  large  manufacturer  outside  the  com- 
bine, to  whom  we  talked  on  the  subject  this  week,  gave  it 
as  his  opinion  that  far  too  much  is  being  made  of  the 
"  trust"  cry;  it  is,  he  said,  merely  a  nine-days'  wonder  that 
will  die  as  these  ephemeral  wonders  do,  and  things  will  go 
on  as  before.  However  that  may  be,  it  seems  to  us  that  the 
view  taken  by  the  "  Lancet"  in  a  recent  issue  is  distinctly 
worthy  of  consideration.  In  speaking  of  the  likely  results 
of  this  monopoly  on  the  soap-using  public,  our  contemporary 
says  : 

Economy  of  production  is,  of  course,  the  great  aim  of  the 
combination,  but,  as  a  rule,  monopoly  does  not  mean 
cheapening  the  ultimate  product.  If  the  constant  use  of 
soap,  therefore,  is  a  modern  necessity  and  is  a  practice 
forced  upon  us  in  the  interests  of  hygiene,  the  fact  of  soap 
becoming  higher  in  price  may  reduce  the  hygienic  standard. 
Again,  will  the  monopoly  affect  the  purity  of  soap?  It 
is  a  fact  that  hitherto  we  have  to  thank  competition  for 
the  purest  soaps  that  can  bo  made — soaps,  that  is,  which 
are  absolutely  free  from  those  foreign  ingredients  which 
are  irritating  to  a  delicate  skin  and  which  interfere  with 


the  soap's  normal  detergent  properties.  There  is,  in  fact, 
no  other  article  used  in  the  domestic  toilet  upon  which  so 
much  attention  and  so  much  pains  have  been  bestowed  to 
produce  it  pure,  bland,  and  soothing.  Will  this  standard 
of  excellence  bo  maintained?  For  the  sake  of  our  skins 
it  may  be  hoped  so. 

Meanwhile  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  M.P.,  has  announced  that  an 
amalgamation  of  the  firms  named  in  our  last  week's  issue  is 
practically  concluded.  The  nominal  capital  will  be 
12,000,000/.,  and  the  objects  of  the  combination  are  those 
already  stated.  In  the  course  of  an  interview  he  said  that 
the  first  economy  effected  by  the  combination  would  be  in 
research-work.  Messrs.  Crosfield,  of  Warrington,  already 
maintain  a  fully  equipped  chemical-laboratory  staffed  with 
qualified  scientific  experts.  The  Crosfield  laboratory  will 
do  the  work  of  all  the  combined  firms,  and  the  combined 
firms  will  reap  the  benefit  of  any  discoveries.  With  regard 
to  soap-materials  Mi*.  Lever  said  negotiations  are  in  pro- 
gress for  acquiring  property  in  the  Pacific  for  the  purpose 
of  growing  coconuts  and  other  oil-yielding  plants.  He 
vehemently  combated  the  idea  that  anything  of  the  American 
"trust"  nature  is  in  contemplation,  and  said  there  would 
not  be  a  cutting-down  of  working  staffs  to  any  great  extent. 
In  an  article  contributed  to  the  "  Chronicle  "  Mr.  Lever  said  : 

The  public  may  rest  assured  that  there  will  be  no  increase 
in  the  price  of  soap  if  no  further  increase  takes  place  in 
the  price  of  raw  materials. 
He  then  proceeded  to  point  out  that  the  price  of  raw 
materials  is  steadily  rising — not  a  very  reassuring  fact 
towards  guaranteeing  the  stability  of  retail  prices.  More- 
over, he  gave  no  assurance,  qualified  or  otherwise,  as  to  the 
price  to  the  retailer,  and  the  grocers  and  oilmen  mistrust  the 
combination.  After  the  interview  with  Mr.  Lever  last  week 
the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Grocers'  Federation 
passed  the  following  resolution  : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee 
no  amalgamation  of  soap-manufacturers  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory  which  would  tend  to  increase  the  price  of 
soap  to  the  public. 

This  can  scarcely  be  called  a  vigorous  protest,  but  there  are 
now  indications  of  a  more  strenuous  opposition,  as  many  of 
the  manufacturers  who  have  refused  to  join  the  combination 
are  joining  forces  with  retailers.  Among  well-known  firms 
who  have  not  joined  the  "  trust"  are  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  makers  of  toilet  and  medicated  soaps 
are,  with  few  exceptions,  not  included  in  the  combine,  and 
the  fact  that  so  many  well-knovm  makers  are  outside  should 
lighten  the  fears  of  chemists  as  to  any  deleterious  effect  the 
"  trust"  may  have  on  the  prices  of  the  commodities  sold  by— ^ 
them.  With  regard  to  the  Vinolia  Co.  there  is  a  rumour 
that  the  Chairman  of  that  company  will  retire  from  active 
participation  in  its  future  working ;  indeed  rumour  goes  so 
far  as  to  say  that  he  has  got  his  cheque  and  quitted  the 
country.  How  false  that  is  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  he  was  at  the  works  on  Wednesday,  but  he  prefers  not 
to  talk  on  this  subject  for  publication.  The  outside  manu- 
facturers are  not  disturbed  by  the  prospects  of  "  cornering  " 
raw  products.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  more 
outside  the  scheme  than  in  it,  and  this  secures  the 
element  of  competition  requisite  to  checkmate  the  tactics 
of  a  trust.  The  most  successful  scheme  of  that 
kind  in  this  country  is  the  cotton-thread  combine,  the 
members  of  which  are  absolute  dictators  in  the  supply  of 
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cotton-thread,  serving  only  whom  they  like,  what  they  like, 
and  when  they  like,  more  or  less  irrespective  of  the  cus- 
tomers' demands.  Mr.  Lever  and  his  associates  are  not 
within  sight  of  a  position  like  that.  The  latest  announce- 
ment is  that  the  weight  of  the  Sunlight  bar  has  again  been 
increased  to  16  oz.,  mainly  on  account  of  the  pretests  from 
Birmingham  retailers.  Glasgow  shopkeepers  are  also  up  in 
arms,  and  are  said  to  be  ripe  for  litigation. 

Ionic  Medication. 

The  ionic  hypothesis  as  enunciated  by  Faraday  has  had 
many  practical  applications,  but  so  far  it  has  been  little 
used  in  the  treatment  of  diseases,  so  that  anything  which 
advances  our  knowledge  of  the  remarkable  phenomena 
exhibited  by  medicinal  compounds  under  the  influence  of 
the  electric  current  is  of  value  to  medical  science  and  of 
interest  to  pharmacists  as  dispensers  of  medicine.    Dr.  H. 
Lewis  Jones,  the  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  electrical 
department  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London,  has 
recently  been  experimenting  on  the  treatment  of  rodent 
ulcer  by  zinc  ions,  and  his  results  are  so  encouraging,  albeit 
the  method  is  extremely  simple,  that  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
,general  trial  of  the  method.    Dr.  Lewis  Jones  recently  gave 
a  lecture  on  the  treatment,  which  is   reported  by  the 
"  Hospital,"  and  from  this  we  learn  that  it  was  discovered 
'three  years  ago  by  Dr.  Stephane  Leduc,  professor  at  the 
Medical  School  of  Nantes.    The  treatment  depends  upon 
,the  simple  fact  that  when  an  electric  current  is  passed 
through  a  solution,  say,  of  zinc  sulphate,  the  zinc  ions  are 
deposited  at  the  negative  pole,  and  the  SO.,  ions  at  the 
positive  pole,  so  that  when  a  negative  pole  covered  with 
'int  saturated  with  the  solution  is  placed  upon  the  surface 
of  the  body  and  the  current  applied,  electrolysis  takes  place 
and  the  zinc  ions  move  into  the  tissues  permeating  the 
cells  of  the  region  at  which  the  application  is  made.  Dr. 
Lewis  Jones  exhibited  a  patient  who  had  suffered  from 
rodent  ulcer  for  ten  years,  and  a  single  application  of 
-ten  to  fifteen  minutes  sufficed  to  heal  the  spot  in  three  weeks. 
He  illustrated  the  electrolysis  of  salts  with  an  experiment 
--on  two  rabbits  in  electrical  contact.    Pads  moistened  with 
strychnine  sulphate  were  applied  to  the  bodies  of  both 
rabbits  and  a  current  passed.  Strychnine  has  a  tendency  to  go 
to  the  negative  pole,  so  moves  inwards  to  the  negative  pole, 
-and  the  result  in  this  case  was  that  the  rabbit  at  the  positive 
pole  was  poisoned  with  strychnine.    The  animal  at  the 
negative  pole  showed  no  effects.    It  follows,  therefore,  that 
-ito  get  the  effect  of  the  base  of  a  salt  the  solution  must  be 
placed  on  the  pole  from  which  the  base  is  repelled.  Dr. 
Lewis  Jones  gives  the  following  details  for  practical  appli- 
cation : 

The  apparatus  is  extremely  simple — a  portable  battery 
with  wires— a  pad  ^tached  to  the  negative  pole  and  a  disc 
or  rod  of  zinc  attached  to  the  positive.  The  piece  of  zino 
must  be  covered  with  two  or  three  layers  of  lint  wetted 
with  a  4-per-cent.  solution  of  zinc  sulphate.  I  usually 
keep  a  nunaber  of  zinc  electrodes  of  different  sizes  ready 
in  a  solution  of  sulphate  of  zinc.  These  should  not  be 
touched  with  the  fingers,  as  sodium  chloride  and  other 
impurities  may  be  introduced.  The  zinc  disc  is  held  over 
the  rodent  ulcer,  the  circuit  is  closed,  and  the  current 
slowly  turned  on  until  a  current  of  ten  milliamperes  is 
passing-.  The  application  is  continued  for  ten,  twelve,  or 
fifteen  minutes,  according  to  the  thickness  of  the  indivi- 
dual ulcer.  Patients  can  bear  up  to  ten  milliamperes  with- 
out complaining.  The  application  gives  a  burning  sensa- 
tion like  a  mustard  plaster.  In  sensitive  patients  the 
application  of  pure  cocaine  applied  on  the  pad  may  he 
used  as  a  preliminary  to  make  the  part  anaesthetic. 
Besides  treatment  of  rodent  ulcer,  of  which  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  have  been  successfully  treated,  Dr.  Lewis 
Jones  states  that  ionic  medication  is  applicable  in  cases  of 
nngworm,  copper-sulphate  solution  being  used ;  and  he  has 


found  magnesium  ions  to  have  startling  effects  in  cases  of 
multiple  warts  on  the  hands,  while  the  zinc  ions  have  proved 
to  be  beneficial  in  patches  of  pustular  eczema.  Suggestions 
have  been  made  and  some  work  done  in  treating  cancer  and 
lupus  by  the  ionic  method,  but  these  are  still  in  the  experi- 
mental stages.  The  quantity  of  ions  actually  deposited 
in  the  system  is  gravimetrically  trifling,  but  Dr.  Lewis 
Jones  gives  ample  evidence  that  the  beneficial  results  are 
due  to  these  ions,  and  not  to  the  electric  current  itself. 

Association  Affairs. 

It  is  perhaps  too  early  to  judge  what  chemists'  associations 
are  to  do  this  session,  but  so  far  complaints  of  small 
attendances  and  lack  of  interest  are  unusually  general. 
The  West  Riding  Federation  has  just  been  snatched  from 
extinction,  and  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Associations  of  Great  Britain  is  endeavouring  to  avert  a 
similar  catastrophe  that  threatens  it.  Such  phenomena 
occur  now  and  then  in  pharmaceutical  history,  and,  how- 
ever deplorable  they  may  be,  we  are  inclined  to  regard  them 
with  complacency.  Time  has  a  remarkable  effect  in  ex- 
posing the  impracticable  and  unprofitable  elements  in 
organisations,  leaving  us  with  something  beneficial ;  and  the 
extent  of  the  latter  is  usually  a  correct  measure  of  the 
necessity  for  a  body's  existence.  The  larger  Federation 
found  itself,  at  the  twelfth  annual  meeting,  held  in  August, 
so  poorly  supported  and  with  so  little  to  do,  that  the  members 
present  wisely  resolved  to  take  stock,  the  result  being  a 
consultation  with  Mr.  Robinson  (President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society),  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Harry  Kemp,  and 
Mr.  Edmund  Jones  as  to  the  need  for  such  an  organisa- 
tion ;  and,  if  there  is  such  need,  how  to  make  the  body 
more  successful.  As  a  result  of  the  consultation  local 
associations  are  advised  this  week  by  the  Secretary — 

That  this  Conference  recommends  that  the  Federation 
continue  to  exist  as  a  separate  body,  but  thinks  it  desirable 
that  its  constitution  should  be  broadened,  and  suggests  that 
the  Executive  Committee  frame  proposals  to  ensure  this ; 
such  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the  affiliated  associations 
for  consideration. 

Broadly,  the  proposed  new  constitution  provides  for  pay- 
ment of  a  half-guinea  annual  subscription  for  every  fifty 
members  in  an  affiliated  association;  that  two  voting  dele- 
gates be  appointed  for  every  fifty  members,  other  delegates 
being  entitled  to  speak,  but  not  to  vote ;  that  the  executive 
work  be  entrusted  to  a  General  Purposes  Committee  con- 
sisting of  one  delegate  for  each  fifty  members  in  an  associa- 
tion;  and  this  G.P.C.  will  form  sub-committees,  and 
appoint  a  chairman,  honorary  secretary,  honorary  treasurer, 
and  other  officers.  It  is  further  provided  that  a  meeting 
of  the  Federation  will  be  held  as  at  present  where  and 
when  the  B.P.C.  meets,  and  that  the  president  of  the 
local  association  in  that  town  will  be  president  of  the 
Federation  the  following  year.  The  latter  proposal  appa- 
rently provides  a  figure-head,  since  a  chairman  is  also 
arranged  for.  This  method  of  broadening  looks  pretty 
in  print,  but  is  likely  to  be  bad  in  practice.  It  is  also 
suggested  that  local  associations  may  pay  the  expenses  of 
their  delegates,  and  to  this  extent  the  Federation  will  be 
relieved  of  a  considerable  part  of  its  present  expenditure. 
The  original  objects  of  the  Federation  were  to  establish 
more  intimate  communication  and  co-operation  between 
local  associati'^"s,  and  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  formation 
of  such.    It  is  now  recommended  that  its  objects  be — ■ 

(a)  To  promote  unity  of  action  between  the  various  Local 
Pharmaccijtical  Associations. 

(6)  To  advise  and  assist  in  the  formation  of  Local  Associa- 
tions. 

(c)  To  watch  all  legislative  proposals  in  the  interests  of 
chemists,  and  to  obtain  united  action  in  supporting  or  oppos- 
ing such. 
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((/)  To  promote  the  trading  interests  of  chemists,  and  to 
oncourago  friendly  relations  between  manufacturers  and 
distributors. 

(()  To  seek  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  to  support  the  Council  of  that  Society 
in  any  efforts  it  may  make  to  improve  the  position  of  its 
members. 

That  is  a  big  bite  for  an  organisation  whose  prospective 
income  is  less  than  a  pound  a  week  ;  given,  however,  abun- 
dant altruism  and  enthusiasm,  there  are  great  possibilities 
in  the  (c)  and  {(I)  proposals,  particularly  if  the  Federation 
has  the  "grit"  to  act  independently  and  upon  the  repre- 
sentative opinion  of  its  constituents.  Can  this  be  hoped 
for?  We  understand  that  after  local  associations  have  dis- 
cussed and  come  to  resolutions  regarding  the  proposals,  a 
special  meeting  will  be  called  for  their  final  adoption,  if 
that  course  is  agreed  to.  so  that  the  meeting  of  the  Federa- 
tion at  Manchester  in  1907  will  be  under  the  new  constitu- 
tion. 


"  *24A." 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  resumed  its  precarious 
career  on  Tuesday  ticketed  as  above ;  but  before  midnight 
it  stood  72  in  the  proceedings  of  the  House,  and 
before  it  were  two  and  twenty  items  which  had  received  no 
attention.  Mr.  Winfrey's  blocking  motion  still  stands, 
as  also  do  those  of  Mr.  Meehan,  Mr.  J.  McVeagh,  Mr. 
Dolan,  Mr.  O'Mara,  and  Mr.  Kilbride;  while  Mr.  Sloan's 
motion  about  the  admission  of  druggists'  apprentices  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination  (Ireland)  also  stands 
on  the  papers.  This  is  the  motion  inspired  by  Mr.  J.  D. 
Carse,  the  text  of  which  was  printed  in  the  C.  cD  D.  of 
July  21,  p.  96.  Mr.  Carse  has  stated  that  it  is  not  to  be 
proceeded  with.  Parliamentarians  are  confidently  of 
opinion  that  the  Bill  will  make  no  progress  this  Session. 
If  this  were  certain  we  would  say  no  more  about  it,  and 
occupy  the  space  with  more  useful  matter;  but  chemists 
and  druggists,  as  the  most  interested  individuals,  should  be 
on  the  alert.  They  can  do  no  harm  by  dropping  their 
members  a  postcard  asking  them  to  oppose  the  second 
reading,  and  this  should  be  clone  every  time  the  Bill  is 
down  for  that  purpose.  Monday,  October  29,  is  the  next 
date.  We  understand  that  the  Executive  of  the  Federation 
of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  has  circularised  all 
affiliated  bodies  in  regard  to  the  Bill.  The  circular  says 
that  Clause  2,  dealing  with  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons,  is  a  relaxation  of  the  regulations  of  the  Pharmacy 
x^ct.  1868,  which  would  be  a  public  danger.  Clause  4, 
legalising  the  assumption  by  companies  of  titles  obtained 
and  appertaining  to  individuals,  should,  say  the  Executive, 
be  amended  so  as  to  prevent  companies  taking  the  titles  of 
"chemist  and  druggist,"  "chemist,"  or  "druggist." 
Clause  6,  which  provides  regulations  for  the  sale  of  certain 
mineral  acids,  should,  the  Executive  consider,  be  amended 
as  follows  : 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  soli  any  poisons  to  which  this 
section  applies,  by  retail,  unless  the  box,  bottle,  vessel, 
wrapper,  or  cover  in  which  the  poison  is  contained  is  dis- 
tinguishable by  touch  from  any  ordinary  box,  bottle,  vessel, 
wrapper,  or  cover  commonly  used  for  food,  beverages,  or 
medicines  for  internal  use,  and  unless  the  box,  bottle,  vessel, 
wrapper,  or  cover  is  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word 
"Poison,"  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  of  the 
poison,  etc. 

This  amendment  is  additional  to  those  which  Mr.  Winfrey 
is  prepared  to  propose  should  the  Bill  reach  the  Committee 
stage.  The  text  of  his  amendments  was  given  in  the 
C.  D.,  July  14,  p.  44,  the  effect  being  to  restore  the  Bill 
to  its  best  House-of-Lords  condition.  That  is  not  enough; 
and  in  the  absence  of  promise  of  better  amendment,  or 
reference  of  the  Bill  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  one 


to  a  Select  Committee,  the  clear  course  of  action  by  chemists 
is  to  use  all  their  power  to  prevent  the  Bill  being  read  a 
second  time. 

^  Fable. 

Once  upon  a  time  a  concern  started  as  a  pharmaceutical 
razor  factory,  and  in  the  year  sixty-eight  it  added  a  depart- 
ment for  producing  pharmaceutical  axes,  because  there  was 
a  public  demand  for  that  kind  of  implement.  The  Sovereign 
of  the  country  had  authorised  those  manufacturers  to  mark 
the  razors  with  a  certain  brand,  and  also  gave  authority  in 
sixty-eight  to  mark  the  axes  with  another  brand.  As  years 
wont  by  the  axes  wore  much  liked,  because  they  served  their 
purpose  well,  but  the  authorised  manufacturers  changed 
the  pattern  until  they  be-came  so  very  like  razors  that  the 
only  thing  to  distinguish  the  implements  was  the  difference 
in  the  brand.  Then  unbranded  axes  of  the  authorised 
pattern  came  into  the  market,  and  the  public  used  them 
because  they  wore  just  what  they  had  told  the  Sovereign 
they  needed.  Whereupon  the  manufacturers  of  the  branded 
axes  which  were  like  razors  told  the  public  they  should  only 
use  the  branded  kind.  Nay,  verily,"  said  the  public  spokes- 
man, "  we  want  axes  to  chop  wood,  and  you  give  us  a  thing 
which  five-sixths  of  us  cannot  use.  Perforce,  therefore,  must 
wo  employ  those  unbranded  axes."  Then  were  the  authorised 
makers  wroth,  and  they  said,  "  Have  we  toiled  all  these  years 
to  iniprove  the  brand,  and  ye  repay  us  thus  ?  See  how  sharp 
the  implement  is.  and  how  highly  polished  ;  the  handle— 'tis 
finest  xylonite.  Why  seek  ye  the  thing  with  ash  handle  and 
heavy  head?"  And  the  public  were  so  amazed  that  they 
continued  to  use  the  unbranded  axes  increasingly. 

The  Sale  of  Pcisors. 

The  "Lancet"  of  October  20  contained  some  sensible 
observations  on  the  sale  of  laudanum.  After  specifying 
the  conditions  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  which  must  be 
observed  in  retailing  poisons,  our  contemporary  points  out 
that  persons  who  deliberately  intend  to  take  poison  can  get 
it  in  the  various  manufactures  used  for  agricultural  and 
other  purposes,  and  considers  that  some  increase  in  the 
stringency  of  the  law  is  in  this  respect  necessary.  One  of 
the  Bills  now  before  the  House  of  Commons  proposes  to 
relax  the  stringency,  and  in  view  of  our  contemporary's 
remarks  the  danger  of  this  proposal  should  be  diligently 
pushed  home. 

Bef  lism. 

It  is  remarkable  how  one  set  of  arguments  about  a  matter 
is  served  up  over  and  over  again.  We  have  on  several 
occasions  mentioned  the  extremist  views  of  Mr.  Octavius 
Beale  on  the  patent-medicine  trade.  He  thinks  that  the 
reason  why  the  British  Government  does  not  interfere  with 
it  is  because  it  gets  12^  per  cent,  commission  on  dutiable 
medicines.  Mr.  Burnard  Grace  serves  up  the  same  notion 
in  the  "  World's  Work."  Anyone  who  takes  the  trouble  to 
think  on  the  subject  rationally  would  soon  get  rid  of  that 
absurdity.  The  removal  of  the  stamp-duties  on  medicines 
would  enormously  increase  the  number  of  them.  That  has 
been  the  result  in  the  LTnited  States,  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  case  would  be  different  here. 

Petrol  Spirit. 

The  Financial  and  Commercial  Supplement  of  "  The 
Times,"  October  22,  in  dealing  with  the  artificial  inflation 
of  the  price  of  petrol,  refers  to  the  use  of  duty-free  denatured 
alcohol  as  a  substitute  for  the  petroleum  product.  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  what  has  been  done  in  this  direction  by 
the  Governments  of  the  United  States,  Germany,  and 
France,  the  article  proceeding  thus  : 

At  home  a  Bill  has  been  read  a  second  time  removing 
certain  restrictions  and  providing  that  the  cost  of  super- 
vision shall  bo  paid  by  the  Governrnent  instead  of  by  the 
consumer,  which  if  it  becomes  law  will  do  something  in  the 
desired  direction.  It  is  claimed  in  some  quarters  that  even 
the  freeing  of  alcohol  from  present  legislative  restrictions 
will  not  bring  its  price  down  to  a  competitive  level  with 
petrol,  but  that  would  need  to  be  demonstrated.  In  any 
case,  free  alcohol  could  be  depended  upon  to  act  as  a  check 
on  the  operations  of  those  who  now  control  petrol  prices. 
It  is  a  little  surprising  to  find  our  dignified  contemporary  so 
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lamentably  out  of  date  in  regard  to  the  Revenue  Act,  and 
to  be  ignorant  of  the  methylated-spirit  regulations  which 
have  been  made  under  it.

The  "  Comforter." 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  and  written  about  the  influence 
which  indiarubber  teats  have  upon  the  mouths  of  modern 
infants  who  are  brought  up  on  the  bottle  and  spend  the  rest 
of  their  time  sucking  a  "  comforter."  Much  that  has  been 
said  against  the  comforter  has  been  inconclusive  and  with- 
out foundation,  so  that  when  a  really  reasonable  and  well- 
grounded  article  has  appeared  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to 
call  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  it,  as  they  are  the  prin- 
cipal vendors  of  these  commodities.  The  article  in  question 
is  by  Dr.  Tom  F.  Pedley,  Rangoon,  and  was  printed  in  the 
"British  Medical  Journal"  of  October  20.  His  observa- 
tions have  been  made  on  Burmese  and  Eurasian  children, 
the  effects  produced  on  the  palates  of  children  being  shown 
in  a  series  of  photographs.  That  teeth-crowded  mouths 
and  adenoid-choked  noses  have  multiplied  exceedingly 
through  artificial  feeding  seems  incontestable.  Dr.  Pedley 
points  out  all  the  evils  strongly  but  temperately,  and  instead 
of  attempting  to  abolish  artificial  feeding  suggests  a 
modification  of  the  method.    He  says  : 

As  a  substitute  for  the  common  rubber  teat,  I  recommend 
the  use  of  a  good-sized  soft  rubber  finger-stall ;  a  baby  a 
week  old  can  accommodate  the  end  of  one  which  will  fit  a 
man's  thumb.  Such  a  teat  may  be  used  on  the  spout  of  a 
vessel  like  a  feeding-cup,  or  an  ordinary  feeding-bottle. 
If  this  teat  is  properly  adjusted,  and  the  cup  properly  held 
so  as  to  regulate  the  flow,  there  is  no  need  for  a  shield,  and 
the  teat  will  not  go  down  the  baby's  throat.  Some  of  my 
little  patients  have  taken  quite  readily  to  this  method. 


Finger-stalls  may  be  obtained  in  different  sizes,  are  soft, 
flaccid,  easily  cleansed,  and  cost  little  more  than  the  ordi- 
nary teats. 

This,  we  may  say,  is  not  altogether  new.  During  the  past 
few  years  old-fashioned  feeding-bottles  with  finger-stall 
teats  have  come  greatly  into  vogue,  and  have  largely  re- 
placed the  more  modern  tube-bottle,  but  there  has  been 
little  progress  in  the  shape  of  the  "  dummy  teat,"  and  the 
man  who  first  modifies  its  shape  will  do  something  towards 
reducing  an  evil.  The  real  trouble,  however,  is  not  the 
shape  of  the  comforter,  but  the  constant  suction  of  it  by 
infants,  whose  palates  are  so  soft  that  the  suction  arches 
them  unnaturally,  and  brings  about  many  complications  and 
disorders  in  later  years. 


ALLEGED  THEFTS  BY  AN  ASSISTANT. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  October  25, 
Herbert  Craven  (28),  described  as  a  chemist's  assistant, 
47  Frxhani  Road,  Tufnell  Park,  N.,  was  charged,  before 
Mr.  Fenwick,  with  stealing,  between  1904  and  1906,  from 
Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  26  High  Holborn,  London,  W.C.,  the 
following  goods  : 

2  doz.  capsuloids,  1  Tamar  Indien,  doz.  of  Bishop's 
Varalettes,  1  doz.  of  Bishop's  Tonules,  4  doz.  of  phosferine, 
5  doz.  of  Browne's  troches,  1|  doz.  of  Coleman's  nerve-pills, 
J  doz.  of  Cockle's  pills,  ^  doz.  of  Eade's  gout-pills,  2^  doz. 
of  Carter's  liver-pills,  ^  doz.  of  Bunter's  nervine,  |  doz.  of 
Burgess's  pills,  f  doz.  of  Cuticura  ointment,  5  doz.  boxes 
of  Beecham's  pills,  g  doz.  Alcock's  corn-plasters,  1  doz. 
Brown's  chlorodyne,  1^  doz.  Scott's  liver-pills,  8  doz.  of 
Keene's  corn-cure,  5  doz.  of  iron  ox,  3^  doz.  of  Zam  Buk, 
i  doz.  of  Rowland's  Mac'assar  oil,  4^  doz.  of  bile  beans, 
2i  doz.  of  Vinolia  cream,  64  doz.  of  Papier  Poudre,  of  the 
total  value  of  541.,  the  property  of  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
26  High  Holborn. 

It  appeared  from  the  evidence  that  an  advertisement  was 
inserted  a  short  time  ago  in  the  "British  and  Colonial 
Druggist "  offering  for  sale,  at  a  cheap  rate,  a  "  few  popular 
patents."  Replies  were  to  be  addressed  to  "  H.  C,"  at  the 
office  of  the  paper.  Suspicions  were  aroused,  and  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones,  Secretary  to  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation, communicated  with  Mr.  William  Henry  Grayson, 
trading  as  Grayson  &  Co.,  chemist,  Finsbury  Pavement. 
Mr.  Grayson  thereupon  answered  "  H.  C.'s"  advertisement, 
and  received  a  letter  which  afterwards  proved  to  be  in  the 
prisoner's  handwriting  offering  him  certain  goods  at  20  per 
cent,  less  than  the  usual  prices.  Mr.  Grayson  wrote  to 
"  H.  C."  offering  to  take  a  large  quantity  of  goods  at  a 
discount  of  33  per  cent.  These  terms  were  accepted,  and 
Mr.  Grayson  received  the  goods  mentioned  in  the  charge- 
sheet,  which  were  valued  at  Ml.  From  certain  marks  on 
them  it  was  clear  that  they  had  been  originally  supplied  to 
Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  High  Holborn.  Mr.  William 
Ernest  Mason,  the  director  of  the  company,  was  communi- 
cated with,  and  he  found  that  the  goods  had  been  stolen 
from  their  premises.  He  discovered,  too,  that  '''  H.  C.'s" 
letters  to  Mr.  Grayson  were  in  the  handwriting  of  the 
prisoner,  who  had  been  in  the  employ  of  Taylor's  Drug 
Co.  as  an  assistant  for  fourteen  years.  Mr.  Mason 
accused  him  of  stealing  the  goods  in  question,  and 
he  at  once  admitted  having  done  so. — The  prisoner  was 
remanded. — Detective-Sergeant  Collins  stated  that  he  had 
found  at  the  prisoner's  residence  a  number  of  dressing- 
cases,  hair-brushes,  and  a  variety  of  other  articles,  which 
would  form  the  subject  of  another  charge. 


In  the  Matter  of  Indigo  a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness  is 
that  of  Dr.  K.  N.  MacDonald,  who,  writing  to  the  "  B.  M.  J. 
(1906,  1076),  says :  "  I  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  analysis 
of  indigo  since  1889,  and  I  find  the  tinctorial  value  of  indigo 
far  superior  to  that  of  coal-tar  indigotin  ;  40  grains  of  natural 
indigo,  properly  dyed,  equals  at  least  200  grains  of  dried 
20-per-cent.  synthetic  paste,  or,  in  other  words,  1  lb.  of  natural 
indigo  is  equal  to  5  lb.  of  20-per-cent.  dried  synthetic  paste. 
.  .  .  The  British  indigo-trade  suffers  fromXthe  use  of  these 
fugitive  aniline  dyes,  to  the  detriment  and  loss  of  British 
subjects.  Whining  over  lost  dyes  cannot  bolster  up  dishonesty 
in  passing  these  dyes  off  as  indigo."

Mr.  J.  C.  Thackray,  21  Cheapside,  Barnsley,  is  on  a  pale- 
green  enamelled  card,  6x9  in.,  the  drawing  of  a  native 
runner  who  chews  coca-leaves  referring  in  a  direct  way  to 
the  article  advertised.  The  lettering  is  done  in  red  and 
black  ink.  Mr.  A.  F.  Waterhouse,  474  Ecclesall  Road, 
Sheffield,  sends  a  large  card  (18  X  12  in.),  unfortunately 
much  injured  in  coming  through  the  post.  The  card  is 
dark  green,  but  has  upon  it  a  white  square  made  by  pasting 
on  a  piece  of  white  demy.

it  is  desired  to  inform  the  prospective  customer.  Mr.

The  gold  paint  used  is  a  mixture  of  mucilage  of  acacia 
and  gold  bronze,  the  white  is  zinc  oxide  and  mucilage.  The 
palo-grcen  colour  is  managed  by  adding  a  little  powdered 
Brunswick  green,  such  as  is  used  by  house-painters.  The 
whole  is  done  with  a  camel-hair  pencil,  but  the  design  was 
first  outlined  with  a  lead  pencil. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt,  Infirmary  Square,  Leicester,  also  pro- 
duces cards  which  fall  in  this  division,  but  the  greater

the  lettering  is  plain,  but

is  the  designer  of  fig.  20. 

This  is  distinguished  by  its 

shaped  corners.     The  dark 

portion  of  the  card  is  cut  out 
of  art-paper  and  pasted  on 

to  a  light  card.    The  letters 

are  first  drawn  with  pencils, 

and  then  filled  in  with  a 

paint  made  from  ivory-black 

rubbed  down  with  mucilage. 

The  dark  line  is  produced 

with  vermilion  treated  in  the  same  way. 

A  small  sub-class  occurs  in  this  division,  in  which, 
although  the  background  is  not  dark,  much  of  the  effect  is 
due  to  the  ground.  Fig.  21  is  sent  by  Mr.  J.  Wallace,  31 
Crescent  Terrace,  University  Road,  Belfast.  The  back- 
ground is  a  neutral  grey,  the  design  round  the  words  "  cod- 
liver  oil"  being  in  a  bluer  shade  of  grey.  The  card  is 
12  X  17  in.  Drop-black,  indigo,  or  zinc  oxide  with 
mucilage  are  the  ingredients  of  the  ink  used  in  doing  this 
card.  Mr.  Wallace  sends  another  card  which  has  a  cream 
background,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  granular  part 
produced  with  an  ink  of  drop-black,  carmine,  and  mucilage. 
This  granulation  has  a  softening  effect,  and  is  produced 
with  No.  1  glass-paper.  The  lettering  on  the  card,  "  Cad- 
bury's  cocoa,"  is  in  white,  zinc  oxide  being  the  basis.  To 
this  class  also  belongs  one  of  two  cards  sent  by  Mr.  Chas. 
Critchley,  10  King  William  Street,  Blackburn.  The  card 
was  white  to  begin  with — in  fact,  a  photograph-mount  with 
platS-mark  and  India  tinted  centre — but  the  India  tinted 
centre  is  covered  with  splash-work.    This  is  done  with  a

PURSUING  my  investigations  westwards,  writes  the 
Peripatetic  Attache,  I  arrived  at  the  fine  new  works  of 
H.  Bronnley  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
in  Warple  Way,  Uxbridge  Road,  Acton,  W.  Chemists  all 
over  the  country  have  known  and  appreciated  Bronnley's 
toilet-soaps  for  years,  and  their  perfumes  are  not  without 
fame.  But  recently  they  have  succeeded  in  producing,  with 
the  aid  of  a  basic  otto  of  violets,  a  perfume  on  which  they 
pride  themselves,  and  with  much  reason.  For  "Otto  of 
Violets  (Courvoisier)  "  is  by  no  means  an  ordinary  per- 
fume. It  has  all  the  freshness  and  fragrance  of  the 
flower  with  none  of  the  aggressive  pungency  that  is  often 
associated  with  synthetic  productions  labelled  "Violets." 
Messrs.  Bronnley  pride  themselves  not  so  much  on  the 
style  of  the  bottle  or  label  (although  both  are  pretty  and 
the  tout  ensemble  is  in  perfect  taste),  but  rather  on  the 
delicacy  and  genuineness  of  this  their  latest  evolution.  It 
is  not  packed  in  profusely  ornate  cabinets,  for  Messrs. 
Bronnley  consider  that  "Otto  of  Violets"  is  very  much 
more  than  a  merely  ephemeral  Christmas  line.  Moreover, 
they  do  not  cater  particularly  for  a  Christmas  trade ;  theirs, 
as  the  director  I  interviewed  informed  me,  being  a  business 
which  produces  preparations  that  sell  all  the  year  round — 
and  always.  A  variety  of  artistically  produced  showcards 
is  sent  out  which  will  tend  to  impress  the  virtues  of  "  Otto 


of  Violets  "  on  the  public  mind.    A  newspaper-advertising 
campaign  is  also  being  systematically  carried  out,  so  that 
the  wise  chemist  should  be  ready  for  the  demand. 
In  the  perfumery  department  of 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
at  Ash  Grove,  Hackney,  I  found  that  Mr.  Gill's  latest  crea- 
tions include  "  Alpine  Violets  "  in  two  sizes,  packed  singly 
in  pretty  cases  and  costing  lbs.  and  24s.  per  dozen  respec- 
tively. The  firm  are  making  rather  a  speciality  this  year 
of  perfume  in  plain  wooden  boxes — inexpensive  box  and 
value  in  perfmne  being  the  idea.  There  are  twenty  different 
sizes  in  this  "  plain  but  good  "  series.  To  lovers  of  the  orna- 
mental the  ' '  Floretta  ' '  series  cases  will  particularly  ap- 
peal. The  boxes  are  gold-bronzed  all  over,  with  gold- 
block  lettering,  and  the  perfumes  are  packed  singly,  in  two- 
bottle  or  in  three-bottle  cases,  costing  from  16s.  to  30s.  per 
dozen.  The  "Floretta"  series  is  run  in  various  different 
styles  so  that  those  who  like  not  the  ' '  all-gold  "  type  of  casket 
may  choose  something  more  suited  to  their  fancy.  Single- 
bottle  perfumes  in  cylindrical  cases  are  having  something 
of  a  vogue  again.  In  this  way  wallflower,  carnation,  sweet- 
pea,  and  other  popular  odours  may  be  obtained.  The 
round-cased  variety  is  in  two  sizes,  costing  12s.  and  24s. 
per  dozen  respectively.  There  is  a  profusion  of  Christmas 
caskets  in  various  odd  and  original  shapes  and  styles. 
Perhaps  the  prettiest — and  certainly  the  daintiest — are 
those  in  boxes  cohered  with  French  tapestry.  Of  these  the 
quaintest  and  the  "  sweetest  "  is  a  single-bottle  case  in  the 
sliape  of  an  old-fashioned  casket.  This  is  covered  with 
tapestry  and  gold  wire,  and  has  a  yellow  satin  inner  lining. 

So  popular  are  the  fancy  toilet-cases  and  cut-glass  bottled 
perfumes  of 

F.  S.  Cleaver  &  Sons 
for  Christmas  presents  and  New  Year's  gifts  that  special 
wholesale  price-lists  of  the  novelties  are  issued.  I  visited 
the  works  at  34  Red  Lion  Street,  W.C.,  the  other  day  and 
jotted  down  particulars  of  a  few  of  the  many  attractive 
things  that  drew  my  attention.  A  French  casket  covered 
with  crocodile-skin  paper  with  metal  ornamentation,  con- 
taining two  handsome  cut-glass  stoppered  bottles  (60s.  per 
dozen),  is  striking,  while  another  of  the  same  pattern  with 
assorted  tints  and  linings  (same  price)  is  even  more  so.  A 
series  of  single-bottle  cases  (gib.,  ^  lb.,  and  5  lb.  of  perfume 
respectively  in  each  bottle)  of  gold  fleur-de-lys  in  assorted 
colours  is  likewise  noteworthy,  the  prices  being  36s.,  54s., 
and  96s.  per  dozen.  A  quaint  little  Dutch  picture  on  the 
top  of  a  double-bottle  casket  (33s.  per  dozen)  is  bound  to 
sell,  and  there  is  a  large  assortment  of  pretty  caskets 
besides  at  prices  ranging  from  6s.  M.  to  24s.  per  dozen.  In 
cut-glass  bottle  perfumes  without  cases  there  are  over  two 
dozen  new  designs  to  choose  from,  the  prices  ranging  from 
12s.  per  dozen  for  plain  cut-glass  bottles  with  pine  cut 
stoppers  to  120s.  per  dozen  for  finely  cut  hobnail  pattern 
with  diamond  cut  stoppers.  All  these  prices  are  subject  to 
usual  trade  discounts.  The  new  brands  of  toilet-soaps  and 
new  preparations  in  toilet  articles  recently  introduced  are 
surprising.  Perhaps  the  acme  of  toiletry  is  attained  in 
the  "  Violette  Veritable"  presentation  box,  which  retails 
at  half  a  guinea.  The  case  contains  a  box  of  "  Savon  Violette 
Veritable"  (three  tablets) — an  exquisite  soap  beautifully 
packed — two  bottles  of  the  perfume,  and  a  box  of  powder. 
A  cheaper  box  in  a  similar  style  is  the  "  Malmaison  "  series, 
8s.  (>d.  being  the  retail  price  in  this  case.  "  Cutolia"  is  a 
medicated  toilet-soap  which  has  already  attained  a  large 
sale,  and  "Vegetable  Tar  Soap"  and  "  Pedermal  Soap" 
have  also  caught  on.  The  last-named  is  specially  recom- 
mended for  hot  and  perspiring  feet  and  as  a  deodorant  and 
disinfectant.  The  wrapping  and  labelling  in  each  case  are 
attractive  and  appropriate,  and  a  feature  is  made  of  the 
fact  that  the  chemist's  own  name  is  not  only  printed  on  the 
wrapper  and  on  the  box  for  six-dozen  quantities,  but  it  is 
also  stamped  on  each  tablet.  A  large  bath-bowl,  filled  with 
supercreamed  Terebene  toilet-soap,  is  one  of  the  features 
of  the  showroom.  The  diameter  of  the  bowl  is  9  in.,  and 
a  whisk  is  supplied — all  for  7s.  per  dozen.  A  miniature 
bowl  (3  in.  diameter),  containing  "special"  shaving-soap 
(costing  4s.  6d.  per  dozen),  sells  at  6d.  retail  easily.  There 
are  many  other  soaps—"  Bouquet,"  "  Milled  Velvet,"  etc. — 
that  I  have  no  space  to  detail,  but  which  the  retailer  with 
foresight  ought  to  examine  for  himself. 
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LONG  before  the  wayfarer  reaches  the  Agricultural  Hall, 
in  Islington,  this  week,  he  knows  what  is  toward. 
Sandwichmen  parade  Upper  Street  with  boards  which 
announce  the  virtues  of  a  specified  gin-and-bitters,  while 
banners  stream  gaily  in  the  breeze  directing  attention  to 
various  brands  of  ales  and  whiskies.  For  this  is  the  pub- 
lican's holiday,  and  he  is  attracted  to  the  Hall  by  the 
aggregated  allurements  of  the  potentates  of  the  Trade.  In 
the  Arcade  entrance  the  visitor  encounters  rival  polishes 
for  brass,  boots,  and  shoes,  devices  for  making  glass  roofs 
watertight,  and  other  miscellanea.  In  the  body  of  the  main 
hall  he  is  greeted  with  a  varied  assortment  of  exhibits 
illustrating  everything  from  the  latest  bung-substitute  to  a 
complete  brewery.  In  the  bays  machinery  is  noisome  and 
rampant,  while  in  the  dim  religious  gloom  of  the  wall- 
spaces  the  brilliance  of  an  ideally  fitted  "  Worthington  " 
palace,  a  "  Rosbach "  resort,  or  a  giddy  "Three  Star 
Whisky"  saloon,  with  appropriately  costumed  coryphees, 
lends  a  finished  character  to  the  scene. 

The  number  and  importance  of  the  machinery  exhibits 
give  some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  Trade.  Bottle- 
washing  machinery  has  a  dozen  exponents,  at  least,  all  with 
different  kinds  of  machines.  The  exhibitors  in  this  section 
include  L.  Ltjmley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  F.\rrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd., 
Nash  Patents,  Ltd.,  Goldman  &  Seton,  Ltd.,  D.  G. 
BiNNINGTON,  D.  WiCKHAM  &  Co.,  Dawson  Bros.,  Ltd., 
T.  Hill,  Tunelius  Co.,  Ltd.,  Midland  Bottlers  & 
General  Engineering  Co.,  and  Unionwerke  A.-G.  The 
latest  of  these  automatic  bottle-washers  is  the  Nash 
machine.  It  is  constructed  on  the  revolving-wheel  prin- 
ciple, and  can  be  worked  by  one  man,  who  simply  places  the 
dirty  bottle  in  the  shoot  with  one  hand  and  takes  off  the 
clean  bottle  from  another  shoot  with  the  other  hand.  The 
"  wheel  "  revolves  slowly  in  a  tank  of  water,  a  brush  fixed 
along  the  bottom  of  the  tank  cleaning  the  bottoms  of  the 
bottles  as  the  pocket-ring  revolves.  When  the  bottle 
emerges  from  the  water  opposite  the  point  of  entry  it  is 
gripped  horizontally  and  moved  out  of  the  pocket-ring 
into  a  revolving  brush-wheel  for  internal  and  external 
brushing.  It  is  then  passed  along,  and  presently  a  rinsing- 
jet  completes  the  cleansing-process  inside,  while  a  spray 
cleans  the  outside  at  the  same  time.  Furthermore,  the 
bottles  may  be  sterilised  by  a  jet  of  steam  operating  in  the 
,  same  manner  as  the  automatic  rinser.  The  Nash  patent 
cork  and  bottle  is  also  very 
simple,  and  suitable  for  aerated 
waters.  It  is  simply  a  screw-cap 
without  the  rubber  ring,  and 
fitted  internally  with  a  cork  disc. 
By  means  of  this  cork  and  its 
component  bottle  a  portion  of  the 
contents  of  the  bottle  may  be 
withdrawn  and  the  bottle  closed 
again  without  undue  loss  of 
aeration.  There  is  also  a  Nash 
filling-machine,  which  works  on 
the  principle  of  the  knee  bottler, 
and  by  means  of  which  breakage 
is  reduced  to  the  minimum.  Other 
bottle-filling  machines  are  shown 
by  J.  W.  Flower  &  Co. 
("Eclipse"),  as  well  as  by 
Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd.  Messrs. 
Flower  have  likewise  a  labelling- 
machine,  and  so  have  Lumley 
and  H.  Dawe.  The  last-named 
is  now  showing  a  small  variety  of 
his  "  Little  Dart"  machine  suitable  for  chemists. 

Syphons  are  peculiarly  the  province  of  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
whose  fine  show  is  mainly  devoted  to  a  demonstration  of  the 
thoroughness  and  completeness  of  their  syphon-manufac- 
ture. The  perfected  and  complete  "  Chinaway  "  syphon 
is,  of  course,  much  in  evidence,  but  there  are  sections  and 
all  the  parts  used  in  manufacture  on  view,  while  their 
.syphon-polishing  machine  is  not  forgotten.  Ltjmley  and 
Farrow  &  Jackson,  of  course,  include  syphon-filling 
machinery  in  their  respective  sections,  while  the  cleaners 
and  polishers  for  syphon-tops  are  now  to  be  counted  by  the 


half-dozen.  The  "  Speedwell  "  machine,  made  and  shown 
by  Sidney  Munckton,  has  been  described  before,  as  well 
as  the  Idris  machine,  but  others  worth  looking  at  this  year 
are  shown  by  Binnington  and  by  T.  Hill.  At  Munckton's 
stand  there  is  also  to  be  seen  a  tinfoil-remover — a  machine 
for  taking  off  the  tinfoil  from  the  necks  of  champagne, 
ginger-ale,  or  other  bottles.  It  is  simply  two  bands  of  steel 
wire  revolving  perpendicularly  on  four  wheels,  the  neck  of 
the  bottle  being  held  between  the  bands. 

The  principal  exhibitors  of  soluble  essences,  essential 
oils,  fruit  flavours,  colourings,  and  other  necessities  in  the 
preparation  of  aerated  beverages  are  the  London  Essence 
Co.  They  have  their  usual  pavilion  at  the  old  stand,  and 
the  representatives  are  as  active  and  urbane  as  ever.  At 
the  Idris  exhibit  there  is  a  fairly  comprehensive  display  of 
essences  ;  and  culinary  and  flavouring  essences  (not  for- 
getting pure  olive  oils  and  malt  vinegars)  are  shown  by 
Beaufoy  «Se  Co.  Saccharin  is  as  popular  as  ever,  if  not 
more  so,  and  the  dignified  enclosure  of  the  Saccharin  Cor- 
poration, Ltd.,  is  the  resort  of  many  visitors.  Brewers' 
chemicals  and  allied  sundries  are  looked  after  by  Hassall  & 
Co.,  by  Johnson  &  Hooper,  and  by  Jewson  &  Senior, 
Ltd.  Scientific  instruments  for  the  brewer's  laboratory 
are  exhibited  in  profusion  by  Dring  &  Face,  by  William 
Reeves,  and  by  Fred  Palliser. 

Soda-fountains  are  shown  by  Stiles,  Ltd.,  and  an  in- 
genious and  effective  tumbler-washer  is  to  be  seen  at 
work.  It  is  an  automatic  contrivance  which  may  be  fixed 
to  the  counter.  The  dirty  tumbler  is  put  upside  down 
into  the  washer  and  pressed  down.  The  pressure  releases 
four  jets  of  water,  and  at  the  same  time  sets  a  spiral  brush 
revolving.  The  combination  effectively  cleans  out  the 
tumbler  in  a  remarkably  short  space  of  time.  The  cost  is- 
Al.  lO.s.,  and  the  fixing  up  is  quite  simple.  The  "  Consol  " 
automatic  aerator  is  seen  at  the  fine  stall  of  the  British 
Automatic  Aisrators,  Ltd.,  beside  the  main  entrance. 
There  are  two  exhibitors  of  CO: — Barrett  &  Elers,  Ltd.,. 
and  Mann,  Grossman  &  Paulin,  Ltd.  A  very  pretty  dis- 
play and  a  lavish  generosity  in  dealing  out  hot  "  Oxo  " 
makes  the  stall  of  the  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co.,  Ltd., 
an  extremely  popular  resort,  despite  the  counter  alcoholic 
attractions. 

Filters  for  all  purposes  are  shown  by  the  Berkefeld 
Filter  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  "  Pasteur-Chamberland  "  in  various, 
guises  attracting  attention  to  the  exhibit  of  J.  Defries  & 
Sons,  Ltd.  "  Cyllin  "  and  its  germicidal  value  are  the 
keynote  of  the  tastefully  arranged  stall  of  Jeyes'  Sanitary 
Compounds,  Ltd.,  but  the  "  ideal  disinfectant  "  according 
to  the  active  representatives  of  the  Antozone  Co.,  Ltd.,  is 
"Antozone."  The  latter  is  a  colourless,  odourless,  and 
"stainless"  fluid  which  sells  at  Is.  3c?.  per  bottle.  Anto- 
zone Exterminine  and  Insecticide  retails  at  6d.,  Is.,  and  2s. 
per  bottle  ;  and  there  is  yet  another  preparation,  Antozone 
Embalming-fluid.  Patent  machines  for  the  production  of 
Ozone  are  shown  by  Ozonair,  Ltd.  A  large  and  convinc- 
ing display  of  cash-registers  is  made  by  the  National  Cash 
Register  Co.,  Ltd.  ;  while  at  the  exhibit  of  the  British 
Calculators  it  is  shown  how  the  most  unmathematical 
person  in  the  world  can  calculate  rapidly  and  accurately 
with  "  no  wear  and  tear  to  the  brain."

Federation  of  West  Riding  Chemists' 
Associations. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on 
Tuesday,  October  23,  Mr.  J.  Rhodes  (President)  in  the 
chair.

Mr.  Guiler  in 
particular  had  undertaken  an  immense  amount  of  work,  and 
had  carried  it  out  in  a  most  able  and  efficient  manner.  The 
President  considered  Mr.  Guiler  a  man  particularly  fitted 
for  this  kind  of  work — a  sound  business  man  possessing 
excellent  organising  capacity,  a  good  stock  of  patience,  a-nd 
a  hard  worker,  always  tactful,  accessible,  and  courteous.

Mr.  Acheson  had  also  given  valuable  help  in  many  ways. 
The  President  then,  in  the  name  of  the  subscribers,  asked 
for  the  acceptance  by  Mr.  Guiler  of  a  handsome  roll-top 
de.sk  and  by  Mr.  Acheson  of  an  excellent  microscope,  the 
gift  in  each  case  bearing  a  suitable  inscription.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Guiler  gracefully  acknowledged  the  present  and  the 
surprise  it  had  caused  him,  for,  he  said,  "has  not  the 
Association  been  to  our  mutual  advantage  and  benefit?  " 
While  touched  by  the  kindness  which  has  prompted  the 
presentation  he  appreciated  far  more  highly  the  esteem  and 
regard  of  his  fellow-members.  When  he  was  elected  some 
four  years  ago  as  one  of  the  Hon.  Secretaries,  he  was  deter- 
mined to  do  his  utmost  to  make  the  Association  a  success. 
But  such  a  resolve  on  his  part  would  have  been  futile  had  it 
not  been  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  members  and  the 
support  and  assistance  of  the  committee,  particularly  two 
members — Mr.  W.  J.  Hardy  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Busby — who 
gave  much  assistance  in  compiling  and  revising  the  proofs  of 
the  price-lists.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Acheson  also  thanked 
the  members,  and  said  the  largest  share  of  the  work  had 
fallen  on  Mr.  Guiler. 

Votes  of  thanks  terminated  the  proceedings. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

An  ordinary  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  73  New- 
man Street,  London,  W.,  on  October  18,  Mr.  J.  Clark 
(President)  in  the  chair.  Seventeen  members  were  present, 
and  several  new  members  were  elected.  Mr.  J.  Harcombe 
Cuff,  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  read  a 
paper  on 

The  Optician  of  To-day, 
which  he  prefaced  with  brief  historical  notes  on  the  craft. 
It  has  been  thought  that  lenses  were  used  as  spectacles  in 
the  days  of  Pompeii  and  Nineveh,  but  these  suppositions 
seem  to  be  negatived  by  a  passage  in  Cicero's  works  where 
he  states  that  for  weak  sight  of  old  age  the  only  resource  is 
to  have  one's  reading  done  by  a  slave.  The  invention  of 
spectacles  is  usually  ascribed  to  Amatus  of  Florence  or 
Roger  Bacon  about  the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century.  The 
definite  history  of  the  craft  commences  with  the  foundation 
of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  in  1629.  Mr.  Cuff  read 
amusing  extracts  from  the  original  charter  and  by-laws, 
showing  by  what  exemplary  and  effective  fines  and  threats 
the  Company  controlled  the  members  of  the  craft.  Some 
ten  years  ago  the  Company  instituted  an  examination- 
scheme  which  Mr.  Cuff  described  in  detail.  He  then  pro- 
ceeded to  deal  with  the  functions  of  the  eye  and  its  troubles 
— actual  disease  and  defective  focussing  of  the  entering 
light-rays.  It  is  only  with  the  healthy,  though  optically  de- 
fective, eye  that  the  optician  deals.  An  interesting 
analogy  between  the  eye  and  the  photographic  camera  was 
drawn  in  the  following  words  : 

To  a  very  large  extent  the  eye  is  simply  a  camera  with 
living  nervc-tcrminals  in  place  of  a  sensitised  plate.  But 
though  this  is  an  absolute  statt'mont  of  the  fact  as  far  as  it 
goes,  it  must  never  be  forgotten  that  it  is  something  more 
as  well.  If  you  take  a  photograph  with  your  lens  out  of 
focus  you  will  not  hurt  your  camera,  but  if  the  retina  of  tho 
eye  is  out  of  focus,  and  the  eye.  by  straining,  can  put  it  into 
focus,  it  will  do  so.  Clear  vision  is  gained,  but  at  a  great 
cost — a  cost  that  will  have  to  be  paid  either  at  the  time  or  in 
the  future,  or  both.  Now,  .  .  .  the  eye  is  a  camera,  and  a 
very  complete  one.  The  retina  is  the  plate,  the  cornea  and 
crystalline  tho  lens,  the  chloroid  the  dark  body  that  absorbs 
unnecessary  light.  By  a  beautiful  arrangement  it  is  not 
necessary  to  increase  the  distance  between  the  plate  and  tho 
lens  for  near  objects,  as  in  tho  camera,  because  the  crystal- 
line lens  itself  increases  in  convexity,  and  thus  the  extra 
power  is  obtained. 

The  four  principal  optical  defects  of  the  eye  which  the 
optician  is  called  upon  to  treat  were  thus  described  from  the 
camera  analogy  : 

Hypcrmctropia,  or  long  sight,  is  like  a  camera  in  which 
the  lens  has  been  fixed  so  far  back  that  a  clear  image  can 
never  be  obtained  without  the  lens  being  racked  out.  This 
in  the  camera  would  not  matter,  but  in  the  eye  it  means 
that  the  extra  focussing-powor,  which  should  bo  reserved 
for  nea.r  work,  has  to  be  continually  in  use,  and  a  condition 
of  strain  is  produced. 

Myopia  is  the  exact  opposite.  The  distance  between  tho 
lens  and  screen  is  too  great ;  and  as  the  crystalline  lens  can 
increase  but  not  decrease  its  power,  nature  cannot  overcome 
myopia. 


Astifimatism  is  different  from  and  may  exist  in  conjunc- 
tion with  either  of  the  two  forms  just  mentioned.  It  consists 
of  an  irregularity  of  curvature  in  one  or  more  of  the  refract- 
ing surfaces,  with  the  result  that  the  rays  of  light  do  not  all 
undergo  the  same  degree  of  refraction,  consequently  a  clear 
image  is  impossible. 

Frcsbyopia  is  a  natural  diminution  of  the  power  that  the 
eye  pos.sesscs  of  adapting  itself  to  near  objects.  This 
diminution,  though  commencing  early  in  life,  is  not  at  once 
noticeable  owing  to  the  large  reserve,  but  generally  some- 
where about  the  ages  of  forty  and  fifty  it  has  progressed  to 
such  an  extent  that  reading  and  other  close  work  become 
increasingly  difficult. 

Mr.  Cuff  concluded  with  a  short  statement  of  the  objects 
of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  whose  membership  in 
the  two  years  of  its  life  has  grown  from  twenty-nine  to 
about  three  hundred. 

Proposing  the  vote  of  thanks,  Mr.  Clark  referred  to  the 
medical  attitude  towards  chemist-opticians.  The  objection 
that  the  chemist  knows  nothing  of  the  eye  is  childish,  for  he 
is  just  as  capable  of  learning  as  the  medical  student.  So 
long  as  he  does  not  overstep  the  disease-line  the  qualified 
optician  is  doing  cheaply  a  good  work  neglected  by  doctors, 
and  taking  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the  hucksters  with  trays  of 
spectacles  fitted  by  the  roughest  tests. 

A  discussion  of  intei'est  followed  on  Mr.  Cuff's  suggestive 
paper,  which  disclosed  several  actual  and  prospective 
chemist-opticians  among  members  of  the  C.A.A. 


Metropolitan  Bowling'. 

Even  London  chemists  find  recreation  on  the  green,  but  the 
distances  between  North  and  South  and  East  and  West,  not 
to  mention  lack  of  unanimity  in  the  time  for  it,  prevents  a 
Metropolitan  Club  of  Chemist  Bowlers  being  formed.  The 
occasion  of  these  remarks  is  the  presentation  of  a  silver 
bowl,  given  by  the  Associated  Conservative  Clubs,  for  the 
best  bowling  team  in  London.  It  was  won  by  the  Lambeth 
Carlton  Bowling  Club,  of  which  Mr.  Frederick  Bascombe, 
Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  is  captain.  Sir  Robert  Mowbray  presided 
at  the  gathering  last  week,  and  made  the  presentation,  which 
was  an  elaborate  ceremony;  the  winning  team,  headed  by 
Captain  Bascombe,  after  receiving  the  cup  and  badge, 
solemnly  walked  round  the  hall  to  the  strains  of  the 
"Bowlers'  Chorus."  Among  the  guests  was  Mr.  Rogerson 
(Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  Ltd.),  who  represented  the 
Balham  Club. 

The  Coming  of  the  Minor  Woman. 

Scarborough  chemists  and  assistants,  together  with  their 
wives  and  sweethearts,  met  together  at  the  Albemarle 
Hotel  on  October  18  to  welcome  Miss  Ada  Hill,  only 
daughter  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Hill,  chemist,  Victoria  Road,  into 
the  ranks  of  pharmacy.  Miss  Hill  is  the  young  lady  whose 
passing  of  the  Minor  in  London  this  month  has  been  prolific 
in  newspaper  paragraphs.  She  is  the  first  lady  in  Scar- 
borough to  pass.  The  gathering  at  the  Albemarle  was  the 
largest  assembly  of  chemists  that  had  ever  been  held  in  the 
town.  After  a  most  enjoyable  repast,  Mr.  Cross  (the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Association)  gave  the  usual  loyal  toast,  and 
was  followed  by  Mr.  Whitfield  with  the  toast  of  welcome 
to  Miss  Hill.

Picrorhiza  Kurrooa. 

Two  bales  of  the  dried  rhizome  of  this  plant,  shipped  from 
Bombay,  appeared  in  a  recent  London  drug-sale  as  chiretta, 
to  which  it  has  not  the  slightest  resemblance.  It  has,  how- 
ever been  frequently  confounded  with  black  hellebore  root. 
The  plant  is  a  member  of  the  order  Scrophulartnece,  and  is 
found  in  the  Alpine  Himalaya  from  Cashmere  to  Sikkim. 
The  rhizome  as  it  appears  in  the  Indian  bazaars  is  generally 
about  the  size  of  a  goose-quill;  the  bark  is  corky  and  marked 
with  prominent  scars,  the  remains  of  rootlets;  the  upper  ena 
is  thickly  set  with  dark  greyish-brown  scales  and  terminates 
in  a  scaly  leaf-bud  or  stem,  and  has  no  odour,  but  a  very  bitter 
taste.  It  is  sold  as  "  Katki "  or  "  Kutki."  and  is  valued  as  a 
powerful  bitter  tonic  and  antiperiodic  The  do/e  as  a  tonic  is 
from  10  to  20  grains,  as  an  antiperiodic  from  40  to  50  grains, 
and  is  best  administered  with  aromatics.  The  bitter  principle 
is  a  glucoside,  picrorhizin,  freely  soluble  in  water  and  alcohol. 
Kumaon  annually  exports  about  five  tons  of  the  drug. 
Ceylon  Qrass-oils. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  Ceylon  Rubber  Exhibition,  which 
has  been  an  unqualified  success,  Mr.  Herbert  Wright  gave  a 
lecture  on  the  cultivation  of  lemongrass,  explaining  the 
process  of  refining  the  oil  at  Peradeniya.  "Lemongrass,  he 
said,  "is  an  easy  plant  to  propagate."  As  an  experiment 
they  got  ten  "slips,"  from  which  they  planted  fifteen  acres, 
as  well  as  distributed  thousands  of  "  slips  in  Ceylon. 
Nothing  they  had  distributed  had  yet  come  into  bearing, 
although  they  could  get  the  first  cutting  in  six  or  nine  months 
and  after  that  every  three  or  four  months  during  the  second 
year  Mr  Wright  explained  the  working  of  the  still,  and 
pointed  out  that  in  Ceylon  estates  they  had  long  pipes  running 
along  the  river  side.  There  was  60  feet  of  coiling  inside  the 
tank  (which  he  indicated),  and  the  actual  supply  of  water  was 
very  small.  The  crude  oil,  which  was  mixed  with  impurities, 
was  first  filtered  through  a  rough  cloth,  then  through  a  fine 
cloth,  and  ultimately  through  a  filtering-paper.  Ho  showed 
samples  of  the  material  as  it  came  from  the  filtering-cloth. 
It  was  then  placed  in  a  copper  still  and  refined,  in  which 
process  it  lost  a  great  deal  of  weight.  Lemongrass  and 
citronella  had  proved  very  exhausting  to  the  soil,  but  the 
dried  grass  after  the  oil  had  been  extracted  was  a  source  of 
profit,  and  several  tons  had  been  shipped  to  England  for  use 
in  the  manufacture  of  paper.  It  compared  favourably  with 
esparto.  In  a  short  discussion  which  followed  Mr.  Wright  s 
lecture,  it  transpired  that  lemongrass  was  less  exhausting  to 
the  soil  than  citronella,  but  whereas  500  lb.  of  fresh  lemon- 
grass will  give  1  lb.  of  oil,  it  only  requires  250  lb.  of 
citronella  grass  to  give  the  same  quantity  of  oil.  The  last 
consignment  of  Government  distilled  lemongrass  that  went 
to  England  brought  Sd.  per  oz.,  and  that  of  citronella  Is.  6d. 
per  lb.,  but  since  that  time  the  price  of  lemongrass  had  fallen. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  C.  Edward  Sage,  Ph.C, 
F.C.S.,  reported  fully  on  samples  of  Ceylon  citronella  and 
lemongrass  oils  distilled  at  Peradeniya  •  in  our  issue  of 
March  3,  p.  355.

THE  business  tone  in  drugs  and  chemicals  remains  much  as 
previously  reported,  there  being  a  steady  undercurrent 
of  trading.  The  principal  alteration  this  week  has  been  an 
all-round  advance  in  English  and  foreign  refined  camphor, 
which  had  been  anticipated  for  several  weeks  past.  All 
grades  of  cream  of  tartar  are  firmer,  the  lower  qualities  being 
unobtainable.  Tartaric  acid  is  firm,  but  rather  slow. 
Bromides  continue  unsettled  owing  to  the  cheaper  offers 
from  all  sides.  Glycerin  has  still  a  tendency  towards  ad- 
vancement. Jalapine  is  3s.  dearer,  and  potash  chloro- 
platinite  has  again  advanced.  There  are  practically  no 
changes  in  heavy  chemicals ;  copper  sulphate  is  extremely 
scarce  on  the  spot,  and  ammonia  sulphate  is  dearer.  The 
following  are  the  chief  market  fluctuations  :

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Bromides. 

A  fortnight  ago  we  announced  that  the  agents  of  the  German 
Bromide  Syndicate  ia  the  United  States  were  again  offering 
bromides  on  the  old  basis  of  16c.  (8d.)  per  lb.  for  potassium, 
and  this  fact  has,  of  course,  led  to  corresponding  offers  of 
cheap  parcels  of  American  make  to  buyers  on  this  side.  It 
would  therefore  appear  that  the  breach  between  the  German 
Bromide  Syndicate  and  the  producers  of  bromides  in  the 
United  States  has  further  widened.  This  is  practically  con- 
firmed by  the  annual  report  of  the  United  Chemical  Works 
Co.,  of  Leopoldshall,  which  apparently  acts  on  behalf  of  the 
German  combination,  wherein  it  is  mentioned  that  the  rela- 
tions between  the  latter  and  the  American  firms  have  not  only 
not  undergone  any  improvement,  but  they  have  become 
further  strained.  The  report  also  states  that  the  position 
assumed  by  the  German  Government  in  regard  to  the  Customs 
question,  notwithstanding  representations  made  by  the  manu- 
facturers of  bromides,  has  in  general  caused  large  losses  to 
the  German  makers.  Although  this  fact  is  not  specially  ex- 
pressed in  the  trading  results,  the  explanation  is  to  be  found 
in  the  more  extensive  deliveries  to  America  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  total  sales  of  the  Bromide  Syndicate  in  the 
third  quarter  of  this  year  amounted  to  228  tons,  as  compared 
with  134  tons  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1905. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  steady  business  continues  to  be  transacted  in  all  branches 
of  heavy  chemicals  at  the  various  centres  of  the  industry,  and 
consequently  the  general  tone  of  values  is  a  very  steady  one, 
and  advances  are  rather  to  be  looked  for  than  decline.

Ammonium  Carbonate. 
Sir, — A  bulk  sample  of  ammonium  carbonate  of  foreign 
ongm  was  examined.  It  was  white,  translucent,  somewhat 
moist,  and  possessed  only  a  faint  odour  of  ammonia.  On 
analysis  it  was  found  to  be  chiefly  ammonium  bicarbonate, 
NH,,HC03,  and  to  contain  only  21.8  per  cent,  of 
NHj,  whereas  31.79  per  cent,  is  required  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  deficiency  in  ammoniacal  strength  is 
therefore  35  per  cent.

Although  it  is  late,  it  is  very  satis- 
factory, indicating  that  our  examinations  are  comino-  more 
into  line  with  the  syllabus  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
in  chemistry,  botany,  materia  medica,  and  pharmacy,  and 
that  both  bodies  are  raising  their  standards  of  knowled'^e 
in  these  subjects.  A  curious  fact  is  that  most  of  our  licen- 
tiates who  qualify  in  medicine  take  Edinburgh  Conjoint  or 
Triple  Qualification,  in  preference  to  the  Dublin  diploma  ■ 
the  former  costs  26/.  or  27/.,  the  latter  42/.  10.~-  If  the 
Irish  Council,  through  Dr.  Walsh,  would  approach  the 
bcotch  Conjoint  Board,  they  might  possibly  accede  to  their 
request  also,  and  confer  a  boon  on  Irish  chemists  who  wish 
to  raise  themselves  from  a  high  to  a  higher  position  in  life.

Sir,— In  the  "Daily  Chronicle"  of  October  18  is  the 
report  of  an  interview  with  Mr.  R.  Gordon  Hall  Caine,  son

edition  of  "  The  Bondman."

8(/.,  only  8t?.  more  than  your  price,  and  with  illustra- 
tions." "  It's  a  question  of  the  coin  of  the  realm,"  was  the 
reply.  "  I  can't  explain  it  myself,  but  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  told  mo  that  articles  sold  better  when  their 
price  was  only  one  coin." 

By  way  of  seeing  how  far  Mr.  Boot's  opinion  was  carried 
out  in  the  actual  practice  of  his  firm,  I  paid  a  visit  last  week 
to  two  of  the  company's  shops  in  the  S.W.  district,  where 
I  noted  "  articles  "  in  the  windows  priced  as  follows.  In 
the  first  were  Wills's  wind  pills,  Sgrf.  ;  bronchial  cough 
lozenges,  2^c/.  ;  Grafton's  embrocation,  lOjf/.  ;  cold-cream 
soap,  2^-f/.  ;  Snapper  strop,  IQ^h  ;  hair-dye,  IQ^d.  In 
the  second,  cascara  tablets,  Sgrf.  and  8^-c/.  ;  extract  of  malt, 
llfZ.  and  l.s.  Sjrf.  ;  throat-pastilles,  lid.  ;  and  the  list  might 
be  almost  indefinitely  lengthened  as  showing  the  extent  to 
which  what  may  be  termed  "  oddments  in  prices-"  prevails 
in  the  company's  establishments.  What,  then,  in  practice 
becomes  of  the  "  one  article,  one  coin  "  theory?  It  seems 
to  the  writer  that  the  windows  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  themselves 
furnish  its  most  complete  refutation.

"Tabloid"  Prices. 
Sir. — In  reference  to  the  report  of  the  London  Chemists' 
fVssociation  in  last  week's  Chemist  and  Druggist,  I  should 
like  to  mention  that  what  I  intended  to  imply  was  that 
when  the  deputation  met  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 
at  the  first  meeting,  on  June  21,  1906,  we  were  told 
that  a  revision  of  prices  had  already  been  started.  I  then 
read  the  following  communication  which  the  London 
Chemists'  Association  received  from  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  on  November  14,  1905  : 

Dear  Sir. — Referring  to  your  favour  of  the  31st  ult.,  wo 
would  say  that  w©  believe  that  ours  was  the  first  firm  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  actively  aid  chemists  in  stopping  the 
extravagant  cutting  of  prices,  which  was  threatening  them 
with  serious  injury.  We  realised  that  we  could  not  expect 
absolutely  and  entirely  to  stem  the  tide  of  price-cutting, 
hut  it  is  a  fact  well  recognised  and  appreciated  by  many 
that  the  unceasing  efforts  we  have  made  in  this  direction 
have  been  remarkably  successful.    While  we  do  not  see  our 
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way  to  adopt  your  suggestion,  we  are,  and  have  always 
been,  earnestly  desirous  of  assisting  chemists  by  every 
means  which  appear  to  us  practicable  to  secure  an  adequate 
profit  upon  sales  of  our  goods,  and  since  the  inception  of  our 
business  we  have  constantly  endeavoured  to  co-operate  with 
pharmacists  upon  the  principle  of  "Live  and  let  live."

Sir, — "  Of  the  making  of  books  there  is  no  end,"  likewise 
of  catalogues — catalogues  resplendent  of  hue  and  gorgeous 
in  illustration — of  which  so  many  are  now  delivered  gratis 
and  post  free  to  the  poor  retail  chemists  of  this  country. 
Not  very  greatly  to  their  pleasure,  for  are  they  not,  warned 
by  bitter  experience,  apt  to  see  but  the  advent  of  some  new 
addition  to  their  already  over-burdened  shelves  which  will 
also  bear  the  usual  starvation  rate  of  profit  after  the  market, 
dominated  by  cutters,  shall  have  found  its  level  ?  Conscious 
of  anything  but  a  plethoric  state  of  the  till  many  a  one  may 
well  exclaim  :

By  the  way,  we  also  note  that 
Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  expect  3s.  Qd.  net.  for  soda  mints  when 
the  current  rate  for  excellent  goods  is  about  Is.  8d. ;  and  if 
the  first  cost  of  prime  crude  materials  is  taken  into  account, 
the  firms  supplying  at  the  lower  figure  are  not  doing  them- 
selves any  serious  injury.

When  my  assistant  mixed  these  "  secundem  artem  "  I  found 
he  had  used  10  oz.  for  each  ' '  gill  " — the  recipe  hails  from 
Manchester  and  my  assistant  is  a  Yorkshireman — and  he 
assures  me  that  is  the  usual  measure  given  in  the  North.  I 
as  a  Midlander  should  have  used  5  oz.  to  each  gill.  Which 
is  correct  ?  I  rather  lean  towards  the  10-oz.  measure,  taking 
into  consideration  the  amount  of  camphor  and  antim.  mur. ; 
but  am  I  justified  in  defying  all  the  published  liquid-measure 
tables,  which  give  4  gills  make  1  pint?  My  porter  also 
assures  me  that  you  always  get  half  a  pint  of  beer  if  a  gill 
is  asked  for.

A  Zinc  Paste. 

Sir, — How  can  the  following  be  dispensed  so  as  to  make  a 
satisfactory  paste  ? —

I  have  tried  several  methods,  but  have  failed  to  obtain  a  nice 
paste,  the  oil  always  separating.  Nemo.  (178/3.) 

[The  usual  plan  with  this  class  of  preparations  is  tt> 
make  the  powders  smooth  in  a  mortar,  add  the  lime-water 
(and  10  drops  of  liq.  calcis  sacch.  in  this  case),  then  the  oil  all 
at  once,  and  triturate.] 

W.  Manning  (188/26).— The  addition  of  20  minims  or  so  of 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  to  the  mixture  will  dissolve  the  quinine 
sulphate.   This  is  doubtless  intended  by  the  prescriber. 

M.  Cade  (188/34).— Syr.  Calcii  lactophosph.,  B.P.,  has  an 
orange  flavour.  In  the  case  of  your  mixtures  a  little  calcium 
carbonate  is  precipitated,  and  may  properly  be  strained  or 
filtered  off  without  interfering  with  the  efficacy  or  flavour  of 
the  mixtures.  On  the  latter  point  we  shall  keep  the  mixtures 
under  observation. 
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Legal  Queries. 

See  the  "C.  &  D.  Diary,  igoS,"  for  much  legal  information  as  to 
all  trade  matters.  In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


B.  H.  (172/18).— If  the  active  ingredient  in  the  rheumatism- 
tablets  is  a  simple  drug,  unmixed  with  anything  whatsoever, 
they  will  not  be  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty. 

?'.  C.  K.  (189/29). — Ammonium  sulphocyanido  is  not 
scheduled  as  a  poison  in  Great  Britain.  In  Ireland  it  has  boon 
held  to  be  a  "  metallic  cyanide,"  but  is  not  so  regarded  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

L.  R.  D.  (187/20).— Your  mixture  is  liable  to  duty  because 
you  say  it  is  "  Nature's  own  remedy  for  coughs,  colds, 
asthma,  bronchitis,  etc."  It  cannot  bo  brought  under  the 
exemption  as  to  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies 
because  you  claim  proprietary  right  in  it  by  saying  it  is 
"  Davies'." 

Veritas  (188/7). — A  person  whoso  name  has  boon  removed 
from  the  Medical  Register  may  continue  to  practise  his  pro- 
fession. There  is  nothing  in  the  Medical  Acts  to  prevent  him 
giving  death-certilicatcs  (anybody  may  do  that),  but  a  re- 
gistrar is  not  compelled  to  receive  them,  and  in  all  likelihood 
would  communicate  with  the  coroner  of  the  district. 

Molar  (183/39).  The  use  by  persons  not  registered  under 
the  Dentists  Act  of  such  descriptions  as  "  specialist  (or  expert) 
in  artificial  teeth  "  would  probably  bring  them  into  trouble. 
There  is  a  High  Court  (London)  decision  which  held  that  an 
unregistered  person  is  entitled  to  recover  for  the  materials 
going  to  form  artificial  tooth,  but  not  for  the  extractions  and 
other  operations  on  the  mouth  incident  to  the  supply  of  those 
t«eth.  The  Judges  gave  the  decision  with  reluctance.  If  a 
person  using  such  a  title  as  you  suggest  only  made  artificial 
teeth  and  performed  no  dental  operations,  ho  might  be  able 
to  establish  a  satisfactory  defence  to  a  charge  under  Section  3 
of  the  Dentists  Act;  but  this  seems  an  unreasonable  supposi- 
tion, and  in  view  of  the  Judges'  remarks  we  think  a  conviction 
would  be  recorded. 

Itimijia  (187/67).— (1)  Your  "cold-mixture"  label  is  liable 
as  it  stands,  cold  being  an  ailment,  and  the  title  holds  out  the 
mixture  as  a  remedy.  You  can  only  free  it  from  duty  by 
changing  the  title  or  by  a  supplementary  label  indicating 
the  composition  either  by  naming  the  ingredients  or  the 
published  formula.  You  will  find  a  number  in  "Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,"  II.  (2)  If  iodide  of  potassium  and  sarsa- 
parilla  are  the  active  ingredients  of  the  "skin  and  blood 
purifier,"  the  preparation  is  exempt  from  duty,  seeing  that 
an  adequate  indication  of  the  ingredients  is  on  the  label. 
The  title  per  sc  is  liable.  (3)  Boric  ointment  made  with 
yellow  vaseline  is  not  B.P.,  and  it  would  bo  advisable  for  you 
not  to  sell  it  to  casual  or  unfamiliar  customers  without  an  ex- 
planation. It  seems  that  the  ointment  made  with  white 
paraffin  ointment  irritates  in  some  cases,  and  that  is  probably 
the  reason  why  your  customers  prefer  the  proparation  made 
with  yellow  vaseline.  It  is  quite  legal  to  sell  the  latter,  but. 
to  avoid  any  trouble  under  Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  (not  to  mention  your  liability  as  a  chemist  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act),  it  would  be  well  to  bo  quite  aboveboard 
in  soiling  it.

Wain  (177/30). — Freckles. — There  can  he  no  harm  in  trying 
hydrogen  peroxide  for  freckles,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  get  it 
to  penetrate  the  skin.    Try  the  following  lotion  : 
Hydrogen-peroxide   solution  (10 

vol.)    ^j. 

Glycerin    '^j. 

Distilled  water  to   .^viij. 

Mix. 

To  bo  sponged  freely  over  the  freckled  parts  at  bedtime. 

Ascaris  (187/28).  Worms  in  Bowling-greens.— Mercuric 
chloride  is  the  old  remedy  for  these.  A  solution  of  i  lb.  with 
10  oz.  of  hydrochloric  acid  in  a  gallon  of  water  is  made,  and 
of  this  a  cupful  in  a  caiiful  of  water  is  used.  Lime-water 
seems  to  be  equally  efficacious.  If  you  want  to  do  business 
out  of  this,  make  liquor  calcis  sacch.  and  sell  it,  a  cupful  of 
this  also  going  to  a  caiiful  of  water. 

Ysiad  (187/62).— CiGARETTE-STAixs  are  easilv  removed  from 
the  fingers  with  hydrogen-peroxide  solution  (10  vol.). 


Cleveland  (170/58). — Water-softener. — The  popular  water- 
softener  at  present  is  sodium  carbonate  (Crescent  brand  in 
neodlo-shapod  crystals)  perfumed  and  tinted.  Another 
recipe  from  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  is — 

Slaked  lime   1  oz. 

Dried  sodium  carbonate   2  oz. 

Reduce  both  to  fine  powder  and  mix. 

H.  L.  H.  (147/11).— To  Make  the  Hair  Grey.— Age  and 
worry  seem  to  bo  the  most  effectual  way  of  whitening  the 
hair,  but  we  should  think  it  could  be  brought  about  artifici- 
ally by  using  (1)  soda  solution,  (2)  permanganate  of  potash, 
(3)  sodium  hyposulphite.  Between  applications  (1)  and  (2)- 
the  hair  should  be  allowed  to  dry,  but  when  (3)  is  used  the 
hair  should  be  damp. 

Bhci  (164/68). — Wheat-dressing. — The  following  arc  from 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas":  (1)  Copper  sulphate  1  lb.; 
(2)  copper  and  iron  sulphates  of  each  5  lb.  ;  (3)  corrosive 
sublimate  3  dr.  ;  (4)  formalin  1  oz.  ;  (6)  soda  crystals  i  lb., 
arsenic  2  dr.  Directions  in  each  case  :  Dissolve  the  material 
in  li  gal.  of  water  and  use  to  dress  6  bushels  of  wheat.  We 
do  not  know  the  composition  of  the  veterinary  remedy  you 
mention. 

T.  A.  C.  (189/5).— CoTJGH-MixTDRE.—"  No.  27,  C.  <£•  D. 
Diary  1904,"  is  one  which  answers  your  requirements. 

E.  W.  It.  (160/49).— Green  Ammonio-citrate  of  Iron,  as 
used  in  the  blue  photographic  printing  process,  is  thus 
made :  Dissolve  32.5  parts  of  ferric  chloride  in  a  small 
quantity  of  water  and  precipitate  the  hydroxide  by  adding 
ammonia  in  excess;  well  wash  the  precipitate  and  drain. 
Stir  in  84  parts  of  powdered  citric  acid  till  solution  is 
effected,  adding,  if  necessary,  a  liltle  more  water.  Cool  the 
solution  and  add  36.7  parts  (by  weight)  of  ammonia  (880°), 
when  a  clear  dark  green  solution  results,  which  is  filtered 
and  scaled  on  glass.  If  the  solution  is  diluted  to  sp.  gr.  1.18 
at  15°  C,  it  is  a  50-per-ccnt.  solution,  and  may  be  used  for 
making  the  sensitising-solution. 

F.  W.  S.  (164/15). — We  do  not  undertake  analyses,  but  wo 
often  analyse  substances  which  are  likely  to  yield  results 
of  general  interest. 

W.  R.  B.  {nZ/Ti). — (1)  Metol-quinol  Developer,  concen- 
trated.— The  latest  formula,  published  by  Hauft'  &  Co.,  is  as 
follows : 

Hydroquinone    5  grams 

Metol   3  grams 

Water   1,000  c.c. 

When  completely  dissolved  add — 

Sodium  sulphite    150  grams 

Potassium  carbonate        ...       ...        40  grams 

Potassium  bromide    1  to  3  grams 

For  use  mix  one  part  of  the  above  with  one  part  of  water. 
The  temperature  of  the  bath  should  not  exceed  65°  F.,  and  for 
bromide-paper  the  cjuantity  of  potassium  bromide  should  be 
regulated  so  as  not  to  exceed  5  grains  in  20  oz.  (2)  Combined, 
Toning  and  Fixing  Bath. — We  have  several  times  given  the 
following  in  the  C.  cC-  D..  and  it  may  bo  fairly  taken  as  the 
standard  formula  for  this  bath  :

Dissolve  in  above  order,  lot  stand  twenty-four  hours  or  longer, 
filter,  and  add — 

Gold  chloride  24  gr. 

There  are  some  dozens  of  recipes  for  photographic  de- 
velopers and  toning-baths  in  the  new  edition  of  "  Pharmaceu- 
tical Formulas,"  which  you  should  have  at  hand  if  you  desire 
to  meet  all  the  requests  of  amateurs. 

Dcvclcper  (175/45). — Concentrated  Metol-quinol  De- 
veloper.—See  reply  to  "  W.  R.  B."  (173/73).  The  precipitate 
in  your  concentrated  metol-quinol  developer  is  a  compound  of 
metol  and  quinol,  which  is  loss  soluble  than  either.  Lumiere 
and  Seyewotz  introduced  the  last-named  compound  in  1903  as 
a  developer,  under  the  name  of  "  quinomot,"  but  its  sparing 
solubility  is  against  its  popular  use.

Sometimes,  to  intensify  the  colour  of  the 
black  is  rubbed  down  with  the  blacking  produced  from  the 
first  formula,  and  in  place  of  the  water  vinegar  is  often 
employed,  while  sulphate  of  iron  takes  the  place  of  the 
verdigris  in  some  recipes. 

Tj-^-  ,  ^]^-  (19/9)-— Horse-liniment.- The  sample 
D.  H.  O'S."  sends  is  a  paste  smelling  strongly  of  am- 
monia. The  vet.  supplies  three  or  four  ounces  at  a  time 
and  directs  the  contents  to  be  melted  by  standing  the  bottle 
in  warm  water,  then  adding  half  a  wineglassful  of  whisky, 
and  using  as  a  liniment.  Friction  is  continued  for  five 
minutes.  The  liniment  is  used  for  any  kind  of  swelling  in 
horses,  and  acts  as  a  blister.  A  similar  product  is  obtained 
by  mixing —

and  has  a  solvent  power  over  many  phenoloid  bodies.  It 
also  mixes  well  with  fats  and  oils. 

T).  W.  T.  (11/9).— Blood-pdkifving  Powder.— This  powder 
taken  in  teaspoonful  doses  as  a  blood-purifier,  and  for  remov- 
ing pimples  and  other  eruptions,  depends  for  its  efficacy  on  the 
sulphur  present.  If  you  made  up  the  following  you  would  get 
a  powder  of  practically  the  same  composition  :

When  poured  into  pots 
the  paste  sets  into  a  white  mass  of  pronounced  adhesive  power.

This  volume,  with  respect  to  its  plan  and  scope,  is  similar 
to  the  one  immediately  preceding  it,  which  was  noticed  in 
this  journal  about  a  year  ago.  It  affords  evidence  of  the 
continued  activity  and  usefulness  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Institute  of  the  University  of  Berlin  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Thoms.  The  volume  under  consideration  contains  a 
record  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Institute  during  the 
year  1905,  which  is  arranged  under  the  following  divisions  : 

I.  Synthetic  inorganic  investigations,  pp.  3-26. 

II.  Synthetic  organic  investigations,  pp.  29-54. 

III.  Chemico-pharmacognostical  investigations,  pp.  57-84. 

IV.  The  manufacture  of  galenical  preparations,  pp. 
87-104. 

V.  Work  of  the  Department  for  the  examination  of 
medicinal  compounds,  proprietary  and  secret  preparations, 
pp.  107-230. 

VI.  Work  of  the  Department  for  the  examination  of  foods 
and  beverages,  technical  and  colonial  products,  pp.  233-318. 

VII.  Apparatus,  pp.  321-330. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  synopsis  that  the  more  strictly 
scientific  investigations  comprise  about  one-third  of  the 
volume,  while  approximately  another  third  is  devoted  to  an 
account  of  the  work  which  has  been  undertaken,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  German  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  composition  and  characters  of  the 
large  number  of  so-called  new  remedies  and  proprietary 
articles  which  are  almost  daily  brought  to  notice.  With 
reference  to  the  more  strictly  scientific  papers  contained 
in  the  volume,  it  may  be  noted  that  their  titles  and  substance 
indicate  that  they  represent  investigations  which  have  been 
undertaken  from  motives  of  purely  chemical  or  technical 
interest,  and  were  not  intended  to  have  any  very  direct 
pharmaceutical  application.  The  subjects  of  these  papers  are 
as  follows  : 

1.  The  preparation  of  nitrites  and  nitrates  by  the  electro- 
lytic oxidation  of  ammonia  in  the  presence  of  copper 
hydroxide. 

2.  Concerning  the  preparation  of  nitrites  by  electrolysis. 

3.  The  action  of  oxygen  on  aliphatic  amines  in  the  pre- 
sence of  copper. 

4.  Action  of  aldehydes  on  orthodiamines  of  the  pyrimi- 
dine  series. 

5.  Synthesis  of  3-methylhypoxanthin. 

6.  Some  derivatives  of  4.5-diamino-6-oxy-2-thiopyrimi- 
dine. 

Without  wishing  to  detract  in  the  least  from  the  importance 
and  value  which  investigations  such  as  those  above  men- 
tioned may  be  considered  to  possess,  the  question  naturally 
suggests  itself  whether  they  will  contribute  to  the  greatest 
usefulness  of  an  institution  whose  function  is  primarily,  if 
not  exclusively,  the  teaching  and  cultivation  of  pharmaceu- 
tical science.  It  would  appear  to  be  a  misfortune  if,  by 
such  a  diversion  of  energy,  that  large  field  of  exploration 
were  to  be  neglected  which  includes  within  its  borders  such 
an  almost  unlimited  number  of  natural  products,  many  of 
which  are  likely  to  prove  not  only  of  direct  interest  to  phar- 
macy but  of  value  to  mankind.  For  the  accomplishment  of 
this  important  work  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  of 
the  University  of  Berlin,  with  its  admirable  equip- 
ment and  resources,  possesses  exceptional  advantages, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  many  opportunities 
which  lie  before  it  will  be  utilised  to  their  fullest 
extent.  In  concluding  this  brief  notice  of  the  record 
of  a  year's  activity  at  the  Berlin  Institute,  the  fact  should 
not  be  overlooked  that  the  extent  of  its  service  is  not  alone 
to  be  estimated  by  the  publication  of  a  volume  of  interesting 
papers,  for  it  has  also  afforded  instruction  to  a  large  body 
of  students  who,  in  turn,  are  to  become  the  representatives 
of  professional  pharmacy.
